Summary of Hews from the far East. 


JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA, 

The Nepau, with dates from London to the 26th February, 
arrived at Yokohama from Shanghai on the 24th April, The 
advices thenoe to the 27th of April are of considerable interest, 
as they render it clear that changes of great importance are 
going forward in Japan, which, we cannot but believe, will tum 
‘oat to be favourable to the further extension of commerce and 











of friendly intercourse with the rest of the world. We subjoin 
the statements made by our contemporaries of the Island 
Empire of the East, who, as usual, coutradict each other in all 
the details, but still leave enough certain to show that some 
event has lately occurred of so much import as, by the formal 
admission of the authorities themselves, to mark an era in the 
history of Japan. The Daily Commercial News of the 20th April, 
after preluding on the great difficulty of obtaining correct infor- 
mation in such a country, stating that the natives themselves 
are often divided on questions of fact,and that there “are con- 
tradictory rumours abroad concerning recent affairs at Miako,” 
continues as follows :— 

“The Neugo, or name of the era, was changed on the firat 
day of the third moon, from Bunkin to Genji. There have 
been eight different Nengo since the year 1804. It is not easy 
to discover the occasion of these changes, in most instances. 
They are, however, always made on the first year of 8 new 
cycle of sixty. Sometimes they are significant of a change in 
the policy or administrative measures of the Government, at 
others of the accession of a new Emperor to the throne, and 
at others of some remarkable disturbance in the country, 
whether physical or political. We know not what other ocour- 
Tences may give rise to the introduction of a new Nengo, OF 
the eight that have been made in the present century, we 
notice that three have been coincident with the arrival of 
foreigners in some part of Japav, viz: a Russian Envoy in 
1804 at Nagasnki, an English sbip at Urega in 1818, and o 
Dutch envoy in 1944. ‘Three were ordered in years of great 
earthquakes, or in the year following such a phenomenon, and 
one was introduced in the beginning of 1860, the year after 
the opening of the ports to foreign trade. The new Nengo 
of the present month, like that of 1804, marks the first 
year of a cycle. The intervals between the Nengo cf the 
present century are of very unequal lengths, varying from 
fourteen to four years, We cannot suppose that these changes 
are to be attributed to the mere whims of His Imperial 
Majesty or his advisers. False and deceitful the Japanese 
authorities unquestionably are, but they are not fools; and 
unless the information which we can glcan from retainers of 
the Tycoon and Daimios, aa well as from other sources, is false, 
there is enough in recent movements at the capital to furnish 
a better reason for adopting a new Nengo than the mere fact 
that thie year is the first of a cycle. We give our readers 
the substance of the reports which have been made to us, and 
they will be able to judge whether, granting them to be true, 
we have made too much of them. 

“Tt is proposed at Miako (so say persons connected with 
the palace of the Tycoon), that the Imperial Court or Dairi be 
removed to the Eastward, that is to Yedo or its vicinity, and 
that all the Daimios be required to repair thither with their 
families, as of old. Whether this denotes that the sovereign is 
to abdicate in favour of one of his sons, and to come to Yedo 
to reside as an ex-Emperor, bringing the members of his house- 
hold with him, or whether the ‘ Capital of the Tycoon’ is to 
become the seat of the Imperial Government, it is difficult to 
determine from the wording of our correspondents. 

“It would sppear that Yedo is to be the seat of government 
if we may believe another statement, namely, that the Tycoon 
is to be raised to the position of a member of the Royal: 
families ; and by virtue of that elevation is to be relieved from 
the duties of the Shoogunship, which are hereafter to be por- 
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formed by the Gosanke, or the beads of the three families in 
whose line the office of Tycoon descends. Thus Owari, Kiu- 
shiu, and Mito are to perform the functions of the Tycoon in 
yearly rotation. To this latter arrangement the Prince of Kar- 
ga is said to refuse his consent, and that for thiscause Stots- 
ashi has begged leave to retire from public life, 

* Aidz is to be placed in command of the army, and Owari, 
Kiushiu, and Satsuma to be charged with the management of 
trade with foreign countries, and a congress of the Daimios is to 
assemble to decide upon the above-mentioned changes. 

“Tf the half of all this should be dono Japan would have, 
indeed, entered upon a new cycle in its history, as well as in 
its years, and the era of its commencement may well be called 
‘Genji,’ or that of an initial or new Government. There can 
be no question that affairs in this country for some time past 
have been rapidly tending towards an important crisis of some 
kind, and those who are aware of the pressure of the various 
forces both withia or without will not be greatly surprised at 
an organic change in the Government as great as that indicated 
by the reports we publish to-day 

“ Many of the difficulties which the trade with Japan has had 
to contend with have risen from the hostility of the great 
Daimios to the Tycoon. It wounds the pride of these Princes 
to see the Tycoon increasing his wealth, power, and diguity by 
means of the large revenue he derives from tho foreign trade, 
while they receive no share in its profits, or at least no fair 
proportion of it. It is not strange that these men, who by 
hereditary rank are not inferior to the Tycoon, and are al! but 
absolute monarchs in their own domains, should wince under 
such a regime, and plot against its author. The appointment, 
if true, of Owari, Kiushiu, and Satsuma to the superintendence 
of trade, certainly looks like a yielding to the pressure on the 
part of the Daimios, and an augury of less restricted commerce 
with Japan. 

“The Tycoon’s assumption of the treaty-making power, in- 
herent only in sovereignty, has also been in all probability a 
grievance keeuly felt by the feudal princes, The Tycoon is in 
Do sense a monarch, and yet he assumed to be when he made 
the treaties, and is still receiving the honours of one, from all 
the Governments that have treaty relations with this country. 
It is not unlikely that he would be glad to get out of this false 
position, for the sake of his own peace and safety at home, and 
if he is elevated to a place in the Imperial family and relieved 
from the responsibilitics of a Tycoon, and if moreover, the 
Imperial Court be removed to Yedo, or even if the actual 
Emperor still remain at Miako—the father-in-law of the Tycoon, 
as ex-Emperor, removing his household to Yedo—it will place the 
Tycoon in a better position with the Daimios, and he might 
have a better warraut for the exercise of the prerogative of a 
sovereign than he has ever had before.” 

The Japan Herald treats the whole of the above, fact and 
argument alike, as solely an effort of the imagination. It says :— 

“Tn a number of the Japan Commercial News, published the 
other day, we observed a supremely ridiculous statement, to the 
effect that the Mikado, having abdicated, was about to come to 
Yedo with his friend the Tycoon, to aid him in his Govern- 
ment (!) &., &., &. One can scarcely credit that any person 
could be found in Japan so utterly ignorant of its Government 
as to imagine such nonsense, or so very verdant as to submit 
to be plied with such a very palpable shave ; but that it should 
find a place, as editorial intelligence, in avy public print, is 
certainly beyond all comprehension, aud would be beyond cre- 
dence, had we not before witnessed similar instances of ‘sen- 
sation’ vending in Yokohama 3 . . . 

“We cannot spare time or room here to discuss the lengthy 
subject of the very peculiar constitution of the two Courts of 
the Mikado (or Spiritual Emperor) and that of the Tycoon ; 
nor is it necessary, for in all the books that have been written 
on Japan from the time of Kempfer to that of Sir R. Alcock, 
all, and much more than we profess to know upon the matter, 
will be found. Any one who has read any of these will sco 
that to speak of the Mikado going to Yedo to aid the Tycoon 
in his Government, is not one whit more reasonable than it 
would be to state that his Holiness Pope Pius IX., having ab- 
dicated the chair of St. Peter, had consented to act as the 
Private Secretary of Victor Emmanuel II., King of Italy. The 
name of the Japaucse Cycle, or Nengo, has been recently 
changed. In, Japan, as China, since 3,000 years 3.0, 
* each cycle comprises sixty years, or 720 revolutions of the 

moon, and expires, The old cycle has just gone out, and the 

Evwperor (in whom lies the superior power even to institute and 





change the cycles), in the fullness of his reliance that his recent 
good understanding with the Tycoon and powerful nobles will 
result in the establishment of peaceful influences for the future, 
has named the incoming era ‘Gen-si,’ or ‘Eternal Peace.’ This 
seems to be the little peg upon which our local contemporary 
has hung this huge load of sensation intelligence.” 

The Commercial News next made the startling announcement 
that all trade had been prohibited in Rice, Oil, Silk, and Wax. 
Its statement was that “the Japanese Customs officers had held a 
meeting at. the Police Office, to take into consideration the 
propriety of forbidding certain articles of export to be sold to 
foreigners, on the grounds that they were wholly required for 
internal consumption, and the native merchants were sum- 
moned to attend with their books and papers in order to fur- 
nish a statement of sales for the information of their own 
Government. The meeting was, therefore, fully attended, and 
it was decided that the articles specified above should be imme- 
diately declared prohibitory, and the vending thereof to. 
forcigners for exportation at once stopped.” 

The Japan Herald was again ready with its contradiction, 
and, as will be seen, the Mews was compelled afterwards to. 
admit its information to have been incorrect as regarded the 
most important of the four commodities mentioned. ‘The 
Herald’s contradiction wasas follows :—“ We have heard, some 
time since, that the article oi? had become exceedingly scarce 
at Yedo, and do not think it at all improbable that there may 
have been some talk amongst the Japanese as to the advisa- 
bility of including this, as rice has long been included, 
amongst articles the exportation of which shall be pro- 
hibited; but every inquiry we have been able to insti- 
tute assures us that there is no foundation for the state- 
ment so far as the staple raw silk is concerned—and it is 
this, of course, to which the News points when it speaks of 
‘silk.’ On the contrary, within the last few days there have 
been further small arrivals, and several settlements in silk have 
been made; we hear further that some 300 more bales ara 
hourly expected to arrive from Yedo, It is more than probable 
that manufactured piece silk goods may, like oil, be becoming 
short for home consumption, and a talk has consequently been 
had as to the propricty of putting them amongst the articles 
reserved from exportation ; but, considering the very insignifi- 
cant quantity of the manufactured silk exported hence by 
foreigners, and that there has been for a long time since only 
one shop in Yokohama where silk piece goods could be pur- 
chased, and that has been shut up for the last three months, 
this reduces the mountain-like significance of the ‘intelligence’ 
to the proportion of a very small mole-hill indeed.” 

The Commercial News gets out of its assertion with reference 
to Silk in rather a lame fashion :— 

“In our daily issue of the 22nd inst. we had occasion to 
refer to one of the most recent moves in the game—the pro- 
hibition against certain articles being exported. We have to 
add another—- Pease—to that enumeration, and we are credibly 
informed that their sale to foreigners is rigidly interdicted ; of 
course not in violation of the spirit of the Treaty, but merely 
as a protection to the poor of Japan, who would suffer, say they, 
the trials of famino if their staples of consumption were to be 
sent out in any quantity. With such a prolific soil as this, 
very little credit can be attached to such argument. Their 
philanthropy indeed is so blunted, nay deadened, in other direc- 
tions that we cannot concede them the possession of that virtue 
here. But judging from their general disposition towards us, 
we may uot unreasonably infer that where a plausible 
excuse can be advanced, by so much will our trade be 
crippled. We must, however, modify our statement as regards 
Raw Silk ; but{only tofadd that tho commodity must, im the first 
instance, be sent to Yedo—no matter at what inconveniesce— 
and irrespective of the distance which the native dealer has to 
trudge to the capital. Arrived there, the silk is transferred to 
the custody of what may be termed the Silk Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, a company of dealers to whom is confined the duty of 
adjusting the trade with Yokohams. They simply give receipts 
for the quantity made over by the owner, with the promiso of 
payment at some specified time, six months or more after the 
sales are effected with foreigners, from whom they, however, 
take cash on delivery. But apart from the commercial con- 
siderations which attend such a circuitous traffic, despite the 
heavy duties and transport charges which should augment the 
original price before its sale here—so much, as perhaps to 
amount to probibition—it is not quite certain that the ‘Guild ’ 
at Yedo would forward on the stocks at all; at any rate they 
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would retain a quantity equivalent to the supposed wants of 
the officials, There is no stoppage, exactly, of the silk trade 
in‘all this—no open prohibition—but what does it amount to? 
It discourages the -Japanese trader, disappoints the foreign 
merchants, and compasses the ends of the government.” 

The News complains of the conduct of the Chinese who 
have been imported into Japan in the wake of the foreign 
merchan‘s, It says:— 

“he Chinese folk here have established gambling houses, 
to which the Yokohama Celestials regularly resort and pass 
the night ‘dicing.’ It seems that there are watchmen em- 
ployed who are on the gui vive, and ready to give the alarm at 
any moment, and that the whole thing is systematically 
carried out as in China. We believe that gambling is 
strictly prohibited among the Japanese, and that hi- 
therto they have not been tainted with that vice. But 
such is the proverbial fascination with which the fatal 
passion allures those who are once unguardedly drawn within 
its influence that the restraint of authority will in time be defied, 
and precautions against discovery will be multiplied as the ex- 
tent of the danger increases, the end of which will be that 
Japan will rival China in this chief of vices, We consider, 
therefore, that those who have Chinese servants should look to 
it, and that the authorities also should inquire into the truth of 
the case. The Chinese would not be tolerated here as settlers, 
but only in virtue of their dependence on foreigners. This 
privilege will accordingly reflect unfavourably upon us if abused, 
and we hope that every exertion will be made, therefore, to nip 
this canker in the bud, before its blighting, desolating in- 
fluence shall permeate the various channels of society in Japan.” 

* There had been several fires about the middle of April, the 
most serious of which occurred at Yedo, where the destruc- 
tive element raged unchecked for two entire days, causing an 
immense amount of loss in property, about 120 houses. The 
other conflagrations occurred at Toby and Otanghaia, in the 
vicinity of Kanagawa, 

Her Majesty's steamer Osprey left Yokohama on the 16th 
April for Nagasaki, conveying to that port Mr. A.A, J. Gower 
of late attached to the British Legation. It will be recollected 
that Mr. George 8. Morrison having been allowed to retire from 
the post of Her Majesty's Consul at Nagasaki, Dr. Myburgh 
was confirmed in the appointment, The Doctor is now coming 
home on leave, and Mr. Gower has been sent to Nagasaki as 
Acting Consul.

CHEFOO, 

Three of the residents at Chefoo lately took a trip through 
the Shan-tung province, in fact, over an extent of some 120,000 
Toiles, during the month of March. The cold was intense, The 
inhabitants appear to have behaved very civilly. 

WEWOEWANG, 

A correspondent to the Friend of China writes, at the end 
of February :— 

Meadows has gone to Pekin, and unfortunately his pistol 
went off and wounded him in the leg. Previous to his going, 
he had all the foreign community arnund him and told them 
that there was a large number of thieves near the place, and 
he would not be surprised if some fine morning we were all 
killed. So they immediately forr/ sd into body, and agreed 
to appoint Mr. Huntington (a ve/  eapital appointment) as the 
Captain of the Yingtze Dragoon’ Since then they have met 
regularly once or twics a week,’ .d I would say they know how 
to‘hendie ansesket, Their'uy orm is rather spicy aud shows 





taste. It consists of a hat, cap, wide awake or sloucher, ail in 
red ; jacket, of course, made according to the taste; belta 
various colours ; trowsers, bouts or shoes, to the taste of the 
wearer ; but the best of all are their guns, from 2 fect long up 
to 6 or 8. 

OF opium, not a chest has been sold by a foreigner since the 
port closed. We anticipate the ico will break and the river be 
clear about the 20th March. 

CHIN-RIANG, 

From Chin-kiang dates are to the 27th April. Business is 
dull but decidedly improving. The Bund of the Concession is 
finished, and the public roads nearly so. It is expected that new 
European hongs will soon begin to be built. Mr. Adkins remains 
as Consul; and an old joss-house on a hill is being converted into 
a Consulate, and being finished as fast as Consulate work at 
Chin-kiang usually is. ‘The new Commissioner of Customs, Mr, 
C. Lord, appears very willing to give all reasonable facilities 
—we are quoting from a correspondent’s letter—for the de- 
spatch of business, and is about to build the Custom House 
close to the Concession, very shortly ; so that, in the course of 
a few months, both Custom House and Consular business may 
be transacted without going to Silver Island. The anchorage 
off Silver Island is bad. Some of the hulks, including the Cus- 
toms’, have anchored above the Concession ; some remaiu in 
their old berths, in a good anchorage, on the opposite side. 

SHANGHAI. 

Tho London Mail of 10th March arrived here on the 27th 

April. The latest dates are up to the 6th May. 
THE ANGLO-CHINESE FORCES. 

After the victory at Wai-soo, Colonel Gordon advanced, 
driving the rebels before him, to besiege Chang chow. He 
arrived before that city on the 14th April, and at once com- 
meuced operations by attacking, in conjunction with the Im- 
perialists, the stockades in possession of th2 rebels outside the 
west gate of the city. The attack was successful, and the 
stockades, twelve in number, taken, He commcnced to plice 
his siege batteries in position on the 24th, and the ucxt 
evening, while superintending the operation, had a narrow 
escape from being shot by his own men, who wistook his 
party for rebels, and fired, killing Colonel Tapp and three 
others. Having completed his preparations and widened the 
breaches made by the Imperialists, he ordered an assault on 
the 27th ; but the storming party encountered such desperate 
resistance, that it was compelled to retire, after a severe 
struggle, with a loss of 300 men and 27 officers killed and 
wounded. 

The officers, we learn, displayed great gallantry, but the, 
men hesitated to face the shower of missiles which was hurled 
on them, and the assault had to bo abandoned. Gordon retains 
his position before the city, which is closely beleaguerrd on all 
sides, and will make another attempt to carry it at an early 
date. The rebels are now evidently fighting with the courage 
of despair. They have been driven out of Che-keang; they 
hold one town in Ngan-wei, and four in Kiang-su. After Chang- 
chow has fallen, Nanking will be their only remaining city which 
is likely to offer avy serious resistance to the Imperialist troops, 
and its reduction is only a question of time. This time the 
rebel leaders will naturally endeavour to prolong by every means 
in their power, and we anticipate that the closing struggle will 
be the most severely contested that has yet been fought. The 
rebel chief who was in command of Tai-tsau at the time of 
Holland's defeat, and who was made Wai-wong for the capture 
of the latter’s thirty-two pounders, surrendered with his troops 
to the Futai of Che-keang, at Haining. He is the same man 
who was in command at Tai tsan when Le Futai’s brother was 
entrapped and so many of his men slaughtered. Yet he has 
been admitted to terms, and has been given a button. Verily 
the ways of Clinese are inscrutable. The Soochow wangs we:e 
decapitated for having defended themselves bravely; the indi- 
vidual in question has been rewarded for an act of gro:s 
treachery. 

The China Mail says:—‘ We may expect to hear of some- 
thing decisive being done in the course of a fortnight. Up- 
wards of a hundred thousand men are now encamped about 
Chang-chow-foo ; the place is closely invested, every gate being 
guarded, so that if the city be nottaken by assault, the garri- 
son must eventually surrender for want of food. In any case 
there will be much suffering and misery ; but, unfortunately, 
that is only a secondary consideration to the suppression of a 
hideous rebellion which carried misory wherever it went, and 
whose leader proposed to carry it all over China,—and then to 
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establish commerce and trade. With the fall of Chang-chow- 
foo the ‘Taiping Rebellion will be crushed, as Nanking is 
invested by Tseng Kwo-fan’s forces, and will soon be starved 
ot. Other places in rebel possession are of minor importance, 
and only one or two in number. We are not, therefore, sur- 
prised to hear that Colonel Gordon intends to retire frou the 
Imperial army after the fall of this city, disbanding, at the 
sime time, the little force that has accompanied him through 
80 many victorics.” 


THE FRANCO-CHINESE AT NINGPO, 

The mandarins contemplate reducing the strength of the 
disciplined contingents in Che-keang. No doubt, now that 
Hangchow has fallen, and the rebellion has been confined within 
such narrow limits in the province of Kiang-su, the danger of a 
fresh irruption of rebels into the province of Che-keang has 
become remote. But the mandarins would do wisely, in the 
present instance, if they would adopt the European maxim that 
“ prevention is better than cure,” and, acting on it, pursue the 
European plan of keeping always ready the means to repel 
attack, from whatever quarter. China is in little danger of 
aggression from without, and if she wero, even her disciplined 
force would be perfectly useless to resist it ; but no country in 
the world has more urgeut need for a reliable standing army to 
repress internal disturbances. 

Sct'ing completely aside the influence which the existence 

of troops led by foreign officers must always give foreigners 
with the authorities of a province where disciplined con- 
tingents exist, it would be well if the consuls at Ningpo 
would impress on the mandarins in that province, for 
their own good, the folly of disbanding men who have 
done such good service, and on whom they can rely to quell 
disturbances of any nature that may arise. The wealthy 
merchants of Ningpo are averse to the contemplated measure, 
both because they consider it premature as regarding tho rebels, 
and because the Anglo-Chivese Contingent has rendered 
efficient sorvice in checking piracy in the neighbourhood of that 
port, which they well know would soon become rampant if 
that check be removed. Rowdyism has been almost as 
troublesome in the foreign settlement at Ningpo as at Shanghai, 
aid far more so in the neighbourhood. 
(4 detachment of the garrison has been constantly scouring the 
latter, and bas frequently succecded in arresting foreigners who 
W.:e making a living by levying squeezes on boats passing to 
and fro with merchandise. A fortnight ago, for instance, three 
men who had committed a robbery of 2,170 tacls at Yu-yao, were 
arrested by a detachment sent out for the purpose by Colonel 
€ooke, tried, and sentenced to one year’s hard labour and sub- 
sequent deportation. A short time previously the same officer 
sent to Shanghai, for disposal, ten subjects of non-treaty 
Powers, who were found in the interior, armed and without 
passes, We mention these two instances, out of many, to 
show the utilityof the force, and the short-sightedness of the 
economy, if economy it be, which would induce the maudarins 
to discontinue it, We suspect, however, that the insane 
jealousy of foreigners which the Futai of Che-keang and Foh- 
kien has always exhibited, is a more powerful motive than the 
desire to ecnomise ; as the native merchants, who pay for the 
force, fully recognise the danger to trade that will ensue on its 
removal, and are desirous that it should be continued at its 
present strength. 

The maintenance of a garrison of disciplined troops at 
Hang-chow is important with regard to the rebels. If the 
defence of that city be entrusted to Imperialiste it will, for a 
few months, be exposed to imminent risk of recapture by the 
rebels, and pillage by the hordes of pirates who infest the bay 
which bears its name. In the blinduess of their folly, too, the 
mandarins are actually discarding, at a stroke, all the Cantonese 
war junks which have hitherto beeu employed at the siege of 
Hang-chow—in other words, pursuing a course which is certain 
to make them either desert to the rebels, or swell the bands of 
pirates, We repeat that it will be well if the influence of the 
foreign authorities can be brought to bear to dissuade the Che- 
keang maudarins from a course fraught with so much danger. 

A large seizure of arms has been made at the Mariners’ 
Home, in the American settlement, at the instance of Mr. Dick, 
the Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai. ‘The police found 
448 pistols, 32 swords, and 2 bayonets, which are at present 
in cliurge of the Customs authorities, 

‘The French Municipal Conneil have published their report 
for the year ending 31st Murch, and budget for the ensuing 
year, ‘They are able to announce iraportant reductions in their 





— 
taxes, it being proposed to abate 25 per cent, of the land-tax 
on European property by reducing the valuation to that extent ; 
and, further, to encourage the Chinese by lowering the 8 
per ceut. tax to 6 per cent., as also making further minor 
reductions which are found to press too heavily on the 
native population. It appcars that the Council actually com. 
menced the collection of the 8 per cent. tax on rentals for his 
Excellency the Taoutai, but obtaining conclusive proof that the 
Chinese authorities were levying squeezes, in defiance of the 
terms of the agreement, they, with the approval of the Consul 
General, declared the agreement vitiated by such acts, and 
thenceforth null and void. he finances seem in a flourishi 
state ; the receipts, during the year, amount to taels 103,451.89, 
and the disbursements to tacls 101,383.24, leaving a balance in 
hand of taels 2,068.65. The payments, however, include taels 
32,000 on account of a new municipal building, taels 8,838.55 
repayment of loan, and some items for furniture, &, 

‘The Spring Races took place on the 27th, 28th, 29th, and 
30th April. The weather, on the whole, was fair, and the 
grand-stand was crowded on cach day, The racing was good 
and attracted great interest. The race which caused the 
greatest speculation was that between Hadji and Forester for 
the Arab Cup, which was won by the former. These horses 
had before won a race each, so that now Hadji is the con- 
queror. The Challenge Cup, value 600 guineas, was won 
by Haddington, after a splendid race with Exeter, who 
seemed to have an equal chance till the horses reached the 
distance-post, when his opponent came away and won by 
several lengths, The Garrisoo Cup, a steeple chase, brought, 
a capital field to the post, and was eventually won by Stock- 
well, who was well and steadily ridden throughout ; “Lawyer, 
who lost his chance early in the race by refusing at the brook, 
came in second; Hackney sprained his shoulder when going 
round splendidly with a lead of nearly a quarter of a mile. 
A full record of the races will be found in the North China 
Herald of the 30th April. 

‘The new American steamer Kiang Loong has arrived from 
Hong Kong, and takes her departure for Hankow. Her build 
and gencral accommodation are much admired, 

Tho case of the ship Sebastopol against the tow-boat nee 
resulted in the following verdict :—‘‘ The Court hold that the 
port hawser used in towing the S-bastopol on the 22nd of March 
last was not cut by any oneon board the Defiance, and that the 
parting of the hawser is uot attributable to negligence or im- 
proper conduct on the part of the defendants’ servants.” 

Cases of considerable mercantile interest are fast multiplying. 
No sooner is that of the Sebastopol v, Defence disposed of, 
than we find another instituted—Gilfillan v. Glover and Co., of 
Japan, for a breach of duty as agents or factors, for the sum of 
$28,000 or £9,333. The facts of the case are simply as 
stated by the plaintiff's counsel there: Mr. Gilfillan sent the 
steamer Chusan over to the port of Nagasaki in Japan, with 
instructions to Messrs. Glover and Co. to sell her if possible 
for the sum of $100,000 ; this limit was ultimately reduced to 
$80,000, which it is alleged Glover and Co, refused. 

Intelligence, which we hail asa veritable sign of the times 
with reference to the rebellion, reaches us from the mainland, 
to the cffect that bodies of rebels have been observed on the 
Northern border of the Canton Province, and in the adjoining 
districts of Kiang-si. At the same time we learn from Shan- 
ghai that the scattered remnants of the Taiping forces who 
have been broken up by Colonel Gordon's recent successful 
advance, in combination with the movements of the Imperial 
army under the late General Ching, were known to be making 
their way through the Southern region of Ngan-hwei in the 
direction of the Kiang-si frontier. This is the natural conclu- 
sion, or rather perhaps the commencement of the end, of the 
insurrectionary movement, but it indicates a possible state of 
affai this part of China to which we have no doubt the 
Imperial Government is fully alive, and which wo trust it will 
be prepared promptly to grapple with.

HONG KONG. 

The London mail of the 26th of March arrived out on the 
6th of May. The dates are now up to the 13th. 

The discussion in reference to Canton continues, and the - 
following comments appear in the China Mail :— 


We sent a reporter to Canton, and we regret to state that our worst 
fears are confirmed with regard to that port, This is a pity, for Canton 
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people deserve to be encouraged, and we have at present no means at all 
of encouraging them. It is rumoured, whether truly or not we have no 
means of saying, that Messrs Dent and Jardine intend to remove their 

encies from Canton. This can only be accepted as a sign of the times. 

irms like those are rarely mistaken in what they do; and should they de- 
cide to leave Canton, it may be safely enough concluded that there is not 
much doing in that city. 

Of course we rust all regret this, because we bare a partiality for the 
Canton people ; but, at the same time, it is impossible to conceal the fact 


that Canton is rapidly declining as a place of business. Some weeks ago 
the idea was mooted by Sir Macdonald Stephenson of having a railway 
between Canton and Hankow. We see no necessity for denying that Sir 
Macdonald spoke to ourselves on the subject ; and, as he appears to be a 
man of enthusiasm we should not be at all surprised if he should carry 
‘out his views. We hear from Canton that some of the Chinese authorities 
have obtained a model of the steam-engine, which they have naturally 
enough to set to work und very much approved of. This is encouraging. 
‘There cannot be any doubt, we think, but that the Chinese are opening 
their eyes to the merits of foreigners. It may be that they have borrowed 
their ideas, in this respect, from the Taipings, who, whatever may be said 
against them, have shown all along a most praiseworthy appreciation of 
Europeans and their appliances. 

The Government Gazete of the 30th April assumes the di- 
mensious ot a miniature blue-book, from the publication in 
full of the Bankruptey Ordnance, which extends to two hun- 
dred and one sections, and fills two-and-thirty pages. There 
is nothing else of avy importance in the Gazette save two small 
formal notifications. The first intimates that the Hon. J. 
Smale, Esq., W. H. Alexander, Esq., Henry Kingsmill, Feq., 
and Wilberforce Wilson, Esq., are nominated Cathedral Trustees 
on behalf of the Government for the ensuing year; while J. 
C. Power, Esq., is nowinated auditor. The two trustees nomi- 
nated by the seatholders are the Hon. Charles W. Murray, 
Esq., and Edward Parry, Esq. with T. G, Linstead, Esq., as 
auditor. The second notifies the appointment of Wilberforce 
Wilsov, Esq, as Acting Surveyor-General, and Shearman G. 
Bird, Esq, as Acting Assistant Surveyor-General, during the 
deave of absence of the Hon. the Surveyor-General. 

A serious affray took place at West Point. The inmates of 
Mr. T. C. Ladd’s house, Rice Mills, West Point, were alarmed 
by the report of a musket, which had been discharged by their 
watchman at a man whom he had seen stealing out of the 
domestics’ rooms: it appears that he missed his aim, and 
quickly followed the man round the coruer of the house. 
The thief, instead of attempting to climb over the wall, 
as the watchman had supposed he would, waited behind 
the corner for the watchman’s approach. As soon as the 
pursuer’s head emerged, he received a stab in the face, 
which happily glanced off, not doing him more damage 
than making a large gash across his nose, His cries soon 
brought Mr. J. Ladd to the verandah, revolver in hand, who 
found the thief making his escape over the wall. Mr, Ladd 
attempted to fire at him, but his revolver having lain long by 
had got rusty and would not act. The last that was seen of 
the rogue was when he was waljing leisurely up the road. The 
servants had been paid off that morning, and how he got the 
information it is impossible to conjecture, unless one of the 
servants was his ally, There is no doubt but what he had some 
comrades outside who were both ready and willing to help him 
to carry off the booty or assassinate anybody attempting to 
defend their property. Fortunately he stole nothing. 

A burglary was committed on the premises of Messrs, 
Holliday, Wise, and Co., by a gang of thieves. The alarm 
having been raised, however, by the watchmen on the pre- 
mises, five of them were captured, along with the implements 
belonging to the professional housebreaker. They were all com- 
mitted for trial.

Saigon, Pulo Condore, and Singapore, placing upon it the de- 
patch boat Ecko. It will carry freight and passengers at the 
rates that were formerly charged in the Grenada. 

The officials at Pulo Condore lately had a narrow escape from 
being cut off by poison, The master carpenter of the House 
of Correction, at the end of his day’s labour, was about to drink 
a glass of water when one of the prisoners snatched it from his 
hand. On being pressed for an explanation of this act, he con- 
feased that the water and provisions of the Europeans had been 
poisoned, and gave the names of the culprits, four in number. 
These men, on being taken before the Commandant, confessed 
their crime. One of them, in the middle of the examination, 
cut his throat with a knife which he had managed to conceal on 
his person ; and another swallowed some broken glass, dying 
some days afterwards in horrid torture. 


JAVA AND NETHERLANDS INDIA. 

We have dates from Batavia to the 11th of May. 
Government had passed the following resolutious :— 

“A regulation imposing a bead-tax on the natives of Macassar, from 
which, however, the native chiefs, officials, honourably- discharged officials, 
and acknowledged clergy are exempted. The tax to be from 1 f. to 
16 f. a head, according to the means of the native man, or single 
woman. 

“ Such native chiefs and officials who have hitherto been allowed to 
live on the support of their district people, to be paid a monthly salary 
of from 8f. to 50f, by the Government, who releases those district people 
from that duty. 

“The omners of spice parks in the island of Banda to bo exempted 
from the obligation of planting spices and delivering the crops to Govern- 
ment, as also from the obligation of returning the advances received 
by them from the Treasury, leaving them the free disposal 
of their property and liberty to dispose at discretion of the 
produce which they grow in their parks; the Government mono- 
poly of the same being withdrawn on the following conditions :— 
1° "hat the owners of all spice parks waive all claim which they may 
assert to have in the assistance or interference of the Government for the 
procuring of labourers, the supplying of rice, piece goods, or other merchan~ 
dise, and for subsidies for the repairs of dwelling-houses or otherwise. 2. 
‘That they take over all the obligations of Government proceeding from 
contracts with labourers working in the parks; binding themselves strictly 
to fulfil the same, the Government reserving to itself the right of superin- 
tending the fulfilment of this engagement. To such as accede to the 
above, and who desire to remain in the enjoyment of such grounds as 
may not belong to the spice parks, the same will be leased at a moderate 


rate. 

Tho Samarang Courant has letters from Banjormassing which 
state that peace is not quite restored in that quarter, An 
under-adjutant and six men were lately murdered on the 
Barito river, and although petty chiefs are coustantly coming 
in and making submission, they as constantly break out again. 
The authorities have prohibited the communication of intelli- 
gence regarding the state of affairs at Banjermassing. 

A letter from Ternate communicates the following :—On the 
13th March a Sangir prahu arrived in the roads here, laden 
with oil, and having six wounded men on board. This prahu 
was attacked by pirates close to the islands of ‘Iyfore and Map, 
when three of the crew were killed. One of the six men 
wounded had since died from his wounds, which were inflicted 
by iron harpoons. Some days after the attack, some pirates 
wore secn near Nakian. The steamer Mefch had gone to search 
for these pirates. 

The superintendent of the kina culture in Java, Dr, Franz 
Junghuhn, died at Lembang (Preanger Regencies) on the night 
of the 24th April, Dr, Juughubn was a native of Prussia, and 
arrived in Netherlands India in October, 1835, as an assistant 
surgeon in the Indian army. In 1838, at his own re- 
quest, he was transferred to the Government Physical 
Commission. In 1839 he was promoted to surgeon of 
the second class, In this capacity he was appointed to the 
West Const of Sumatra, and executed @ topographical and phy- 
sical survey of the Batta country, the results of which he 
afterwards published in a work called “Die Batta-lauder auf 
Sumatra.” He was employed in similar researches until 1848, 
when he visited Europe for the purpose of publishiug the results 
of hig labours, In 1855 he returned to Java, and in 1856 the 
direction of the kina culture in Java was confided to him. Dr, 
Junghubn’s health had lately failed, and he had obtained a two 
years’ leave of absence to Europe when death overtook him. 

The Java Times says that another large firm has failed at 
Sourabaya. The liabilities are estimated ot nearly three and 
a-half millions, which, however, it is expected Will ve poid in 
full.

STRAITS OF MALACCA. 


SINGAPORE, : 
Dates hence are to the 21st May. The P. and O. Company's 
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steamer with the mails from Europe of the 10th April had 
not arrived. 

Business generally had been much interrupted since the de- 
parture of the last mail in consequence of the failure ofseveral 
Chinese, one of unprecedented magnitude, which has created a 
complete want of confidence. The present system of conducting 
business is most unsatisfactory, and the enormous losses sus- 
tained since March prove the necessity of a radical change. The 
Ocerland Free Press remarks :— 

“The commercial crisis in Singapore which began some months ago 
appears to have now reached its height. ‘The failure of two firms with 
Hiabilities of over a million of dollars and largely indebted to Chinese 
traders of all kinds, has naturally reacted upon the latter, and they are now 
almost daily suspending payment. No doubt some are taking advantage 
of the opportunity to effect a composition with their creditors, when there 
is probably no necessity that they should do so, but the greater have been 
bona fide ‘cleaned out.’ This is not the first crisis of the kind we heve 
had in Singapore, although it is probably the most severe, owing to the 
greater facilities which now exist for obtaining discount, and which has 
naturally led to overtrading amongst the native dealers, ‘The ‘system on 
which business is conducted here—the sale of goods on three months credit 
—has been frequently blamed as the cause of these disasters, but 
we think the system is not so much to blame as the manner in which 
it is applied. ‘The real cril is the indiscriminate credit given to every one 
who chooses to sturt as atrader. [t has often becn said that a cooly has 
only to put on aclean baju and go to the European godawns, when he 
will obtain as much goods on eredit as he wishes, and we believe there is 
considerable truth in the representation. In ordinary times these 
men manage to keep afloat and extend their business, but when any 
derangement of trade occurs and a pressure ensues, they collapse, and 
it is found that they have been carrying on business without any capital. 
‘The competition amongst the European houses to effect sales is too keen 
tu allow of a proper discrimination in the selection of Lusers being exer- 
cised, and in this lies the root of the evil, ‘The only effectual remedy 
would be the adoption of cash sales, but this would so restrict: business 
that few would be found willing to adopt it. ‘The best palliative would 
consist in the banks restricting the amount of accommodation, and laying 
down a rule that, in the case of native traders, their notes will only be 
discounted to a certain moderate amount in each case. however good may 
be the names of the European firs appearing upon them, Unless some 
plan of this nature is adopted, we see no chance of the present hap-hazard 
system being amended, or any security being provided against a recurrence 
of these periodical smashes in the native trade. 

Tho Penang Gazette informs us that the Forcign Offico was too 
busy with American and German-Danish affairs to allow of its 
inquiring into the complaints that had been made from the 
St-aits regarding Dutch encroachments on the East Coast of 
Sumatra, The Guzetle adds :—* The Intest news from the East 
Coast that we have received is, that the Dutch have been en- 
deavouring to stir up the Malays of Batubara to attack Assahan, 
and should a war aris2 between these two States, it may afford 
ap opportunity for our meddiesome neighbours to interfere 
with advantage to themselves, It will require all the vigilance 
of the local government to counteract these designs. ‘The 
whole subject is full of importance, and if the welfare of Penang 
is {0 have a placo in the consideration of its merchants, they 
will do well to by up and doing, if they are desirous to preserve 
the Sumatra trade.” We may mention (ndds the Free Press) 
that we have heard a report, though not from an official source, 
that an understanding has been come to between the English 
and the Netherlands Governments on the subject of the east 
coast of Sumatra. The Dutch are not to be interfered with so 
Jong as they do nothing to obstruct trade, which they undertake 
shall be allowed to follow the usual channels, 

As regards the “ transfer” of the Settlement, a notice will be 
found in another column of an interview had with the Sceretary 
of the Colonies by a deputation that waited upon him in 
reference to the matter,

CHINA IMPORTS. 

Corton YaRw.—The quotations annexed do not show any materia 
change upon those given under da:e of 28th ult,, and the sales of the 
fortnight are estimated at 469 bales, and 20 bals of sea-damaged yarn 
moved off by public auction, Grey Shirtings are generally quoted a 
shade lower, and the business of the past fortnight has been restricted to 
purchases made by Chinese dealers only, foreign buyers being at the 
moment disinclined to operate; the total sales are estimated at 8,000 
pieces, of which 1,000 have been moved off by public sale. Since the 
arrival of the Shanghai steamer a slightly beiter feeling has been 














anifested, and holders are now demanding higher prices. White 
Shirtings “remain without inquiry, and the  formight’ssettle- 
ments are restricted to a small ‘sale of 500 pieces. T-Cloths 


remain without any inquiry, and there are not any sales to be re- 
ported. White Spotted ‘Shirtings, Dyed do., Brocades, White and 
Coloured: The sales effected of tivese goods during the fortnight amount 
to 300 pieces White, and 250 pieces Dyed Spotted Shirtings. White 
Brocades have not been in any request, but 230 pieces of Dyed Brocades 
have found buyers at the annexed quotations. Damasks: ‘There are not 
any sales of these gooils to report. Chintzes : 570 pieces have changed 
hands during the fortnight. Handkerchicts have met with but little 
inquiry, and the sales of the fortnight are put at 460 dozens. 

Wooues.— Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladics’ and Habit 
Cloths: The demand for these fabrics has again been very limited, and 
prices of Spanish Stripes are slightly lower, sales are put at 240 pieces. 
Long Ells have also been in but Jittle request, aud the sales effected since 
the date of last Circular amount to only 100 pieces at about the rates 
previously current. Carlet, without change to notice in price, these 
goods have met with a fair amount of inquiry during the fortnight, and. 
the sales reported amount to 1,120 pieces. Lastings have likewise been 
| in some request, and have found buyers since the date of last Circular to- 
the extent of 350 pieces. Blankets have found purchasers to the extent 
of 300 pairs. 

Merats.—Iron, flat, &c.: A brisk demand, consequent on the tenor of 
the advices from Shanghai aud Japan, was exhibited for most of the des- 
criptions of iron imported, shortly alter the departure of the last mail 
steamer, and quotations speedily advanced from 13 to 23 cents per picul. 
The article is not now readily procurable at the prices annexed. The 
transactions of the fortnight amount to about 7,200 piculs of all kinds. In 
Canton the transactions are confined to 2,100 piculs of nail rod, but the 
nominal quotations of all sorts of iron show some improvement. 
Lead shows a slight improvement in value, but the amount of 
business transacted has been upon a small scale, amounting (with some 
2.000 piculs, sold prior to the departure of last mail but not reported) to 
2,900 piculs. In the Canton market, where 1,700 pi have changed. 
bands, an advance of 15 cents per picul has been established. Tin: Has 
Leen sold to the extent of 8U9 slabs. Tin-Plates: Show some improve- 
ment in value, and have been placed during the fortnight to the extent of 
1,230 boxes, Steel: ‘There are not any sales of steel to notice from this.

‘Taysaan 
Congous of Kaison and Soucbong makes have found buyers at extreme 
rates. The price of the leaf suitable for the manufacture of these teas has 
advanced considerably. In Scented Teas the operations have as yet been 
small, and for Pekoe have been confined principally to the extra fine. 
‘The new Capers appear to be generally of coarse make and defective in 
scent. Both Capers and Pekoes are dearer than they were last season, 
the Capers by 1} to 2ihs., the Pekoes by about 3 lbs, Of Canton Greens 
settlements to a moderate extent have been made. 

Macao.—New Tyshans: Arrivals during the fortnight amount to 2,680 
bales making up for the season to date 7,280 bales, equal to about 10,000 
half-chests ; say 7,500 of Kysow make, and 2.500) of common leaf; de- 
liveries of private contracts 60 far amount to 3,0U0 half-chests, and 3,100 
boxes of the better kinds, with 200 half-chests of the common ; sales on 
the market 1,000 half-chests of the later quality at 18 taels, prices of pri- 
vate settlements have not transpired. 

Amoy.—One or two musters of New Congous and Plain Orange 
Pekoes have been received, and teas will begin to be brought to market in 
about a week to ten days. The teamen report the first crop teas will 
probably be deficient in strength, owing to heavy rains having fallen whilst 
the leaf was being picked. Only afew first-crop Orange Pehors will be re- 
ceived here this year as there is an active id tor native consumption 
at higher rates than shippers are likely to pay. From the Oolong districts 
we hear that prices for fine and finest have opened very high, but in other 
descriptions there has been very litile doing as yet. 

Fooctow.—The only transaction of the fortnight is the settlement of 
190 chests Congou at 15} Tis. 

Suancuat.—Black : With continued bad advices by the last mail the 
market has remained very dull, and the settlement of a common Oonham 
at Tis. 18 and two small chops of Flowery Pekoe at Tis. 21} are the only 
transactions reported during the fortaight, the former establishes a decline 
of fully two taels on previous quotations. Green: There is again to re~ 
port a considerable business, and recent settlements have reduced unsold 
stocks to about 4,000 haif-chests, which are principally composed of com- 
mon and undesirable parcels, rates may aguin be quoted higher, and the 
recent purchases are fully one tacl over last quotations. 

Hankow.—During the past fortnight 1 chop fair Oonam has been 
settled at 174 taels, and 2 chops have been shipped on Chinese account 
to Shanghai.

They were as 
courteously received by Mr. Cardwell as by the Duke of New- 
castle, and that was saying a great deal. It appears that the 
Colonial office is ready to take charge of the Settlements at

Tus Fire at Novconop, Sinenta.—A letter in Le Nord, dated 
Nijny-Novgorod, 18th of June, gives an account of the great fire which 
took place there on the 16th :— The fire,” says the account, * destroyed, 
the day before yesterday, the greater part of the buildings in which’ the 
famous fair of Nijuy-Novgorod is held, The conflagration commenced at 
five o'clock in the afternoon, and was not mastered tll three o'clock next 
morning. During these ten hours the flames laid bare an area of nearly 
a square kilometre. The fire was so fierce that the fire-engines could not 
be kept near enough, and some had even to be thrown into the river to pre- 
vent their being burnt, The town of Nijny is separated froin the quarter 
? | of the fair bythe River Oka, and all the town fire-engines went to assist 
| those of the merchants’ quarter. The English fire-engines alone, being 
able to act at a considerable distance, were used with some success. The 
enginecr-in-chief of the railway, Wigel, assisted by four other engineers, 
arrived on the scene of the disaster with a steam fire-engine, and 
the whole of the gastinoy dvor along the canal was saved by this 
powerful engine. The market for hides, mats, and ropes, and 
the enormous stocks of wood have been consumed. The conflagration 
has also destroyed the theatre, the circus, twenty booths of mounte- 
banks, eight photographic establishments, two cafés, 16 restaurants, eight 
taverns, 50 wine cellars, six hotels, one ice-bouse, six inns, two apothe- 
caries’ shops, seven counting-houses, four hairdressing saloons, three bath- 
ing establishments, 300 retail shops—to:al, 487 private establishments and 
12 buildings belonging to the State. There have, besides, been gutted, 
without counting the depots for timber, 40 commercial buildings, with 
>| 1,514 magazines, and 148 isolated buildings, The fair not having com- 
menced, a considerable portion of the magazines were empty, Never- 
theless, the losses are enormous, and amount to several millions. Only 
a few of the buildings were insured, the total hardly amounting to 800,000. 
‘The cause of the conflagration is unknown. A commission of inquiry 
will be held to-morrow.

THE CIVIL WAR Iv CHINA. ; 

(June 13.) Mr. Lrppst asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Alfairs by whose orders and yrdet what instructions Major Gordon was 
appointed to the command of the Chinese disciplined force now employed 
in the suppression of the rebellion in China, and emp wered to conduct 
the recere uulitary operations having for object the restoration of 
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Nanking to Imperia! rule, inasmuch as Sir Frederick Bruce, in the enclo- 
sure of u despatch to Earl Russell, dated June 12. 1863, being copy of a 
memoranduin addressed by him to Prince Kung on June 5, 1863, stated 
«that he (Sir Frederick Bruce) must decline to allow officers of Her 
Majesty's army to take any part in military operations further than may be 
necessary for the protection of British interests, and his first step, conse- 
quently, will be to desire that Major Gorsion and others serving with bim 
at Shanghai shall not pass the boundary described as the 30-mile radius.” 
—Mr. Lavan said the hon. member, on referring to the blue-book upon 
Chinese affairs, would see that the authority for Major Gordon to take 
command of Chinese troops was given by Bi

THE LATE MARQUI8 OF DALHOUSIE, 

(20th.) Sie J. FeRcussoy put a question relative to a 
by the hon. member for Inverness (Mr. H. Wie) in a former de- 
bate.

Having thus taken all 
the trouble he could to ascertain the facts, and as the inembers of the late 
Marquis’s family felt pained at the allegation, he wrote to his hon. friend 
to ask whether he had ny authority for such a statement, and whether 
he could mention where such a sentence occurred. His hon. friend 
was unable to mention his authority, but said he would try to discover it, 
—Mr. H. Battie said he had now to refer his hon. and gallant friend 
in the first place to a very able article upon Indian affairs which appeared 
in the July number of the Quarterly Revicw of 1853. The words which 
he used in the House would be found at p.ge 265. Those word« were 
published in the Quarterly during the time Lord Dalhousie was alive, 
and, as far as he knew, had never been contradicted. In the next place, 
he would refer his hon. and gallant friend to a more learned work, which 
had been lately published by Mr. Dickinson, a gentleman well versed in 
Todian affairs -a very interesting book upon the annexation of the prin- 
cipality of Dhar—and at page 27 he would find the statement repeated, 
and said to be on the very highes! authority.

POSTAGE 70 AUSTRALIA. 

(2ist.) Lord A. Cavaciut asked the Secretary to the Treasury 
whether the rates of postage on letiers between this country and Australia 
had recently been doubled ; and, if s0, whether, considering that our 
Australian colonies contributed one moiety of the postal subsidy required 
for this service, they had been consulted as to this increase, or had in uny 
way expressed their opinion reapecting it.—Mr. F, Pext said the revenue 
derived from letters sent to Austrulia was not nearly sufficient to pay our 
moiety for transmitting that correrpondence. It bad consequently been 
decided from the Ist of next month to raise the charze on letters to Aus- 
tralia from 6d. to Is., but the same regulation provided that the postage 
on letters sont by private ships should be reduced to 4d, with a view of 
meeting the case of poorer correspondents to whom economy was a greater 
object than expedition. Our postal arrangements with Australia were 
bared on a Treasury minute of 1855, and it did not, as was supposed, 
form any part of that arrangement that the rates of postage should not be 
raised by either party without mutual consent. On the contrary, the 
minute contained the following passage :—" One of the advantages of the 
plan we have adopted will be that it wiil leave the House and the Colonial 
Government free to regulate the rates of postage iu any way they may 
think fit.” Due notice of the alteration had been given to the Australian 
colonies, . 
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THR SOUTHAMPTON POWDER MAGAZINES. 
(23rd.) Mr. Rose asked the Under-Secretary ot State for War what 
was the actual quantity of gunpowder stored at Marchwood mayuzine, and 
whether he had the opinivn of com;etent military officers as to the safety 
of Southampton in the event of an explosion of that magazine — The 
Marquis of HartincTon said the quantity of powder at present stored at 
Marchwood was about 5,000 tons. This was not all stored in one but 
in seven magazines, the largest quantity contained in any one store being 
about 28,000 barrels. Betore the hon. member gave notice of his quest 
iu consequence of some apprehension felt by the inhubitaata of South- 
anipton, a report was called for from Colonel Gordon, the commanding 
engineer, the officer commanding artillery, and the storekeeper, as to the 
security of the magazines at Marchwood. In their report they siated 
that, baving examined the magazines very minutely, they were of opinion 
that there was no place in which powder could be stored with greater 
security. The distance was a mileand a-ba!f from Southampton, the country 
round was not very populous, and danger was reduced to a minimum by 
the exceilent arrangements. The only houses in the immediate vicinity 
werethose occupied by Government ollivials (laughter), and much stricter 
regulations were enforced than would be possible in a private magazine.

AMSTERDAM, June 22, 

Everything connected with the weal or woe of the Royal 
family finds a responsive sympathy in the breast of the loyal 
Dutch nation. No wonder, then, that the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the marriage of the King and Queen on the 18th 
inst.—such anniversaries being known here as a “silver wed- 
ding "—called forth the accustomed display of loyalty by illumi- 
nations, fireworks, and a great show of national flags, not ouly 
at the Hague aud in this city, but over the whole country 
generally. In addition to this domestic jubilee in the reigning 
dynasty, the day was also held as a national festival, it being 
the anuiversary of the battle of Waterloo, in which the Dutch 
troops, under the then Prince of Orange, took au honourable 
part. 
‘ Since my last letter there has been considerable excitement 
thronghuut the country, in consequence of the gencral clections 
for one-half of the members of the Second Chamber of the 
States General, but without avy irregularities or breach of the 
peace, The general result is that the balance of parties re- 
mains much the same as before. At the Hague the Liberal 
party have lost a seat; at Limburg two new Couservative 
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members were elected vice two Liberals; at Winschoten and 
B-eda the Liberals were victorious ; and here at Amsterdam the 
regult was as follows :—Mr. S. Cool was re-elected by an abso- 
lute majority (1,118 out of 1,752 votes), while the other can- 
did ites at the head of the poll not having an absolute majority 
(877 votes), a second election with relative majority must take 
place. Those four gentlemen are Lieutenant-General van 
Zwieten (who polled 842 votes), Mr. C. van Heukelon (828), 
Mr. J. Heemskerk (789), and Mr. J, A. Santhagens (695). 
The other votes were split among thirty-one other different 
candidates. Mr. van Heukelom and Mr. J. Heemskerk were 
hitherto the sitting members. Geueral van Zwieten has never 
yet becn in Parliament. ‘T'wo of these four candidates will be 
elected. In all the other electoral districts the old members 
mere returned, 

With reference to the wonderful discovery of M. Hooibrenk 
for the artificial impregnation of fruit-bearing trees and 
vegetables, which I mentioned in alate letter, I am now enabled, 
by the courtesy of a gentleman counected with the Colonial 
Department, to give you some account of the experiments to be 
made this year in Java. Attached to the Government House 
at Tjipanuas are some rice ficlds which the Governor-General, 
ag possessor for the time being, cultivates by hired natives. 
An area of 20 bouws has been measured off for a trial of the 
Hovibrenk system, and the operations will be conducted per- 
sonally by a controller in accordance with instructions con- 
tained in the work on the subject published by Mr. Rochussen, 
some copies of which have been sent out to Netherlands India. 
When the Governor-General was at Tjipanuas in Mar 
year, he had a conversation on the subject with the Resident 
of tho Preanger Regencies, and it was further arranged that in 
the mopth of July, wheu the coflee trees begin to blossom, they 
should also be experimented on, the result of which is looked 
forward to with great curiosity and the most lively interest. 
Tn the meantime the well-authenticated result of a trial on a 
small sc.le has been received from Buitenzorg, made by order 
of the Assistant Resident of that district, and executed under 
the personal inspection of the Demang of Tjibaroessa, A large 
rice ficld was divided into two equal parts, each 114} ft. long, 
and 36 wide, both divisions being planted with paddy at the 
same time and under exactly the same circumstances. When 
the proper time arrived one of the halves was operated on 
according to the Hovibrenk system by the Demang himself 
On Sacurday, the 2nd of April last, the paddy was cut in both 
divisions of the field, also in the presence of the Demang, who 
took special note of the result, which was that the half fructi- 
fied on Mr. Hovibrenk’s principle produecd 310 kattics, whilst 
tho crop of tie other half was only 274. It thus appears that 
tho advantage in favour of the new system is equal to 13 per 
ceut., besides which the report states that the cars were all of 
one uniform full of large-sized grain. ‘The Demang 
adds that till the rice was cut and weighed no distinction could 
bo made in the appearance of the two crops, even by the closest 
inspection and by experienced observers. The result is ocu- 
sidered satisfictory, and next season, it is understood, experi- 
ments will be made on a larger scale, both on theesame ground 
at Baitenzorg and other rice fields in that neighbourhood.

Rures ror Steat Enctxeers.—The following circular has been 
recently despatched to all commanders-in-chief, to captains and other com- 
manding olficers of Her Majesty's Navy, dated Admiralty, 18th May, 
1864 :—Until further experience has been gained of the working of sur- 
face condensers and superheaters, and the best means have been more 
clearly ascertained of obviating the evils which sometimes occur to engines 
-and boilers so fitted ; the following rules are to be strictly observed : — 
‘Superheater.—The heat is to be shut off from the superheater, wherever 
there are means of doing so, during the time the steam is being got up, 
and until the engines are set to work, and also whenever it may be neces- 
sary suddenly to open the smoke-box doors. When steam is being 
raised, the communication valves between the boilers and superheaters, 
also those leading to the engines, should be opened soon after the 
fires are lighted, 20 as to allow the steam as it rises to circulate through 
‘the superheater, thus preventing the tubes becoming unduly heated. 
‘The temperature of the steam at the cylinders is never to exceed 320°, unless 
‘after sutficient experience it should be evident that the temperature may be 
safely increased without risk of injury. Care isto be taken that the tem- 

erature to which the superheater is exposed be not improperly increased 
By unnecessarily urging the fires, by air leaks near the smoke-box doors, or 
dy any other causes, Whenever priming occurs, the blow-through cock 
oF other channel for clearing the superheater of water is to be opened, and 
on all occasions, whether the superheater be at work or not, care is to be 
taken that no water be allowed to remain in it, and that no soot be allowed 
to accumulate near it. Superheaters should always be carefully dried in 
every part, and painted, if possible, when not likely to be used fur some 
considerable time. Boiler. —Any boiler, af er having been at work for une 
week, although only at intervals, is to be entirely blown out, and filled with 
clean sea water; and the loss arising from the blowing of the safety 
valves, or from other causes, it is to be made good by salt water. 
No tallow is to be put into the boiler unless in the case of excessive 
priming. The interivr of the boilers is to be carefuliy examined 
‘once a month, with a view of ascertaining the condition of the 
boilers, and whether there appears to be sny corrosive action 
going on, Engines.—As little tallow is to be used as the 
good working of the machinery will admit of, for the expausion and slide 
valves, pistons, and stuffing boxes. Whenever time will permit, the ex- 
pansion and slide valves and the interior of the cylinders are to be care- 
fully examined, cleaned, and coated with oil, Condensers. —IF blow 
through valves are fitted, theyshould be used with great caution, a sudden 
rush of steam sometimes it is thought cracks the tubes of the condensers. 
‘The tubes of the condensers are to be drawn out, and the grease cleaned 
‘off them at least once in six months, unless the construction of the con- 
densers admit of the tubes being effectually cleaned in place; in either 
case they are to be kept perfectly clean. If the condenser tubes are 
leaky, the sea.cocks of the circulating pumps should be shut when the 
engines are stopped, to prevent the water getting into the cylinders through 
the condensers, In addition to obzerving strictly the foregoing regulations, 
it is expected that the engineers of the ship will devote their best energies 
and judgment to keep in efficient working order the condensers and 
superheaters, as well as the machinery and boilers generally ; and that by 
care and judicious management those paris which require more than 
ordinary aitention, will not only be preserved from injury but. kept in 

ood working condition for a lengthened period.—By command of their

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THE MUTINY ON BOARD THE OCEAN QUEEN. 


An attempt at mutiny occurred on board the steamship Ocean Queen, 
on her way from New York to Aspinwall, which was im.nediately sup- 
pressed by the courage and decision of Commander Ammen, of the 
United States navy. The particulars were as follows :— 

The steamship Ocean Queen, Captain Tinklepnugh, from New York, 
on the 18th May, with eight hundred passengers for California, and two 
hundred and twenty seamen for the Pacific squadron, arrived at Aspinwall 
on the evening of the 23rd. On the third day out from New York an 
occurrence took place on board that came near being a very serious 
affair, and which was only checked by the coolness and determination of 
Commander D. Ammen, U.3.N., in shooting two of the ringleaders dead 
upon the spot. ‘The seamen that came by her are some of those 
transferred from the army. ‘They were under charge of Commander 
Ammen, to be delivered in charge of the senior naval officer at this place, 
and, although some good men were to be found among them, still there 
was a majority disposed to be noisy, turbulent and desirous of * kicking 
up a row." Symptoms of discontent were visible soon after getting to 
sea, and they had to be closely watched; but on the third day they came 
aft and attempted to force the grating placed to separate the cabin from 
the steerage passengers, saying that they intended to dine in the cabin. 
Commander Ammen was immediately sent for, and, upon reaching the 
spot, told the three men who appeared to be foremost in the affray, in 
his usual calm and determined manner, that if they made any further 
attempt he would shoot some of them. To this remark one of them re- 
plied that he knew what that threat was worth; that he had beea under 
fire an! did not care a damn. As he made the remark the three made 
when the foremost fell instantly dead from a shot from the ree 
er in Commander Ammen's hand ; the second shared the same fate, 
but the third dodged and escaped. ‘This quicted them, and after the 
bodies were sewn up and thrown overboard, the other men were mustered 
and passed to the upper deck, one by one, and as they went up the 
worst characters were put in irons, and the balance had their knives taken 
from them. The passengers then held a meeting, and such as had 
arms volunteered to keep watch on the scoundrels, and did 60, which 
kept matters quiet. On falling in with the convoy off Mayaguana Island 
—the United States steamer Neptune—ihe worst characters were trans- 
ferred to her, and she then accompanied the Ocean Queen to Aspinwall, 
bringing the mutineers in irons, Thé Neptune will (says the cor- 
respondent) remain to convoy the Ocean Queen on her return, on 
account of the steamer Tamar, that arrived at Aspinvall on the 29rd, 
having been chased when off the east end of Jamaica by the rebel pri- 
vateer Floriua. 























Moycan v. Greer.—This was an action tried in the Court of Com- 
mon Picas, with a special jury, to recover damages for injuries sustained 
in falling down a staircase. Mr. M. Smith, Q.C., and Mr. Grifith 
appeared for the plaintilf, and Mr, Serjeant Parry and Mr. M. Lloyd 
for the defendant, The plaintiff was the English Consul at Tien-Tsin, in 
China, but was in this country upon leave of absence. On the 24th 
March last he went with his wife to the shop of the defendant, a furniture 
dealer at the curner of Museum street, Holorn, with the view of buying 
some furniture. They looked at a table which was standing on the top of 
two others; and soon afterwards the shopman left them to go into the 
counting-house, and fetch a catalogue of iron bedsteads. Whilst the shop- 
man was away the plaintiff went (o have another luok at the table, and, 
passing round to the other side of it and stepping back, he fell down a 
staircase into a room below the shop. The result was that he broke both 
bones of his left arm and dislocated his wrist ; and although he could now 
move his fingers, he could scarcely use his arm to any greater extent, and 
the doctor theught that it was probable that he would never recover the 
proper use of the limb. The question in the cause was upon whom the 
fault lay. The plaintiffs case was that the stairease was not properly 
fenced, and that he stepped into the unguarded opening without seeing its 
whilst, on the other side, it was said that the stairease was of a usual and 
proper construction, and that if the plaintiff had used proper care the 
accident would not have occurred. The defendant's evidence was that he 
had, shortly before the ident, told the plaintiff to be careful of the 
stairs, and the reply was, “ Yes, I see them ;” an-l it was further stated that 
the plaintiff had some months before been down the stairs into the place 
below. The plaintiff in his evidence said that he had no recollection 
whatever of either of these circumstances having occurred. The jury were 
locked up from three o'clock until eight, when they were discharged with 
out having been abie to agree to a verdict,

Two communications have appeared in The Times without 
comment, which have been transferred to our columns, significant 
of the different motives that rulethe conduct of our countrymen 
in China, whoso names head this article. Sir FrepERIcK 
Bruce's letter to Major Gorpon is not more just and compli- 
mentary to that gallant officer than it is well deserved, His 
singleness of purpose and abnegation of self after the Soochow 
affair, and his subsequent action in the field with the disciplined 
Chinese, exhibit astute diplomatic qualities, as well as excellent 
generalship. We have not a copy of his own despatch to the 
British Minister at Peking, but we oan gather from the reply 
of Sir Frepertck that his reasons for resuming operations in 
the face of hostile criticism was to avert the “serious calamity 
and addition to our embarrassments in China” if he was com- 
pelled to leave his work incomplete, ‘and were a sudden dis- 
“ solution or dispersion of the Chinese force to lead to the re- 
“ currence of that state of danger and anxiety from which, 
“during the last two years, Shanghai has suffered.” After 
expressing his views on this point so strongly, there is reason 
to conclude that if Earl Rossett's despatch rescinding the Order 
in Council relative to British officers in the Chinese service leaves 
the Minister the smallest latitude in postponing its promulgation, 
he will do so in Gorvon’s case until he has rendered his work com- 
plete ; or, at all events, allow the continuance of his operations in 
the field, until the setting in of the summer heats compels the 
cessation of hostilities—if the campaign be not ended before 
then, And, be it remarked, that this consummation of the 
Taiping rebellion, if effected under Gorpoy’s command of the 
Imperial forces, will accrue as much from his conciliatory 
policy towards the misguided followers of an impostor, as his 
prowess in attacking their strongholds. To him, and he alone 
of all the leaders, native and foreign, who have endeavoured 
to quell this insurrection, have the Taiping chiefs surrendered, 
for they relied on his faith and humanity. It is true that the 
treachery of the Chinese Governor frustrated for a time this 
mode of pacification, and which was apparent in the reverse at 
Kintang, and the resistance at Chang-chow. While such is the 
case, we gather from this document that the Chinese Govern- 
ment sent a despatch to Sir Frepgricg, which states that “in 
“any future operations in which a foreign officer is con- 
“cerned, the rules of warfare as practised among foreign 
“nations are to be observed.” This is an important 
concession to British policy as advocated by Her Maszsty’s 
representative at the Court of Peking, and preseuts strong 
evidence of the success of that policy on the Chinese 
mind, which Hon, Members opposed to it should take into 
consideration. This concession in the cause of humanity, by 
a Government acting in obedience to a sanguinary and de- 
testable code of laws, may be the precursor of reform in the 
native military administration equal in clemency. Thus the 
Soochow affair, so bad in the beginning, will probably have a 
more wholesome effect on the regeneration of Chine than any 
event which has yet transpired in its foreign relations. 

The publication of this interesting document has elicited a 
communication from Mr, H. N. Lay—ex-Inspector-General of 
H.LC.M.’s Customs—now in England. Its tenor, in the mildest 
acceptation, is in very bad taste, and exhibits evident animus 











against Sir F. Broce, ingratitade towards his late Chinese 
masters, and a fair display of egotism. He has no hesitation 
in declaring that the course pursued by H.M.’s Minister “is 
dictated rather by considerations of personal comfort and 
« convenience than by a regard to the great interests of Eng- 
“Jand and China.” An assertion of this nature ad- 
vanced by some independent authority, untainted with 
selfishness, might have weight; but, coming as it does 
from a source where self-aggrandisement was more 
the rule than the exception, it sounds as hollow as 
it is mean. Was it for the “ great interests of England and 
China ” that Mr. Lay demanded from Prince Kuno a palace to 
reside in at Peking, and to live on the fut of the Chinese ex- 
chequer, without any “ considerations of personal comfort and 
convenience?” In Sir Frepertck Bruce's letter to Major 
Gorpon there is a paragraph wherein he applauds him for the 
disinterested conduct he has observed “in pecuniary ques- 
tions,” which forms a strong contrast to the course pursued by 
the ex-Inspector-General, as shown in the last Blue Book on 
China. Now, being discarded by the Chinese authorities, for- 
getful of or ignoring all the pecuniary benefits he has received at 
their hands, he negatively disapproves of their receiving any 
assistance from our officers beyond the thirty-mile radius 
around Shanghai, which he, and all the employés in the foreign 
Protectorate of Customs, considered the very safeguard of their 
pecuniary existence. The case is altered now ; and the bosom 
friend of the Taorat, the Furar, and other functionaries, having 
pocketed a princely consideration in taels from the RegEnr, 
turns round upon the country wherein he has made his for- 
tune, sides with Conpen and the anti-China clique, and would 
rejoice, in all probability, if the Taipings overthrew the existing 
dynasty and reigned in their stead—when foreigners of easy 
political virtue could accept offices hostile to their former masters. 
We are none of those who echoed the cry of “ mercenary !” 
got up by a section of the press in China, against the foreign 
officers in the Imperial Customs ; for we knew that there were 
gentlemen in that department as little deserving of the appel- 
lation, in its offensive meaning, as any of the highest officials in 
H.M’s Customs. But it would appear that the term was not 
inappropriate amongst a certain class of employés and soi disant 
friends of China; Instead of adding fuel to the fire of con- 
troversy on British policy in that Empire, it would be more 
becoming on the part of Mr. Lay to remain in silent obscurity. 








RETURN OF COLONEL NEALE FROM JAPAN. 

Sir Roraerrorp Atcock having resumed his post as British 
Chargé d' Afaires at Japan, after an absence of eighteen months, 
his locum tenens, Colonel St. JopN Neate, returns to England 
to settle down amongst the throng—liko many other 
notables abroad—unnoticed. During the period he held 
that important office affairs of the most momentous character 
transpired in our relations with that strange people and their 
sanguinary institutions. Of these the Ricwarpson murder and 
its retribution was the most prominent, and forms an episcde 
in the anvals of that country which time cannot efface. Oa 
the first blush of that tragic affair and its attendant circum- 
stances, as reported by the Japan and China press, we, in 
common with our contemporaries, held up Colonel Nzax’s 
course of action in the matter as open to censure and unbe- 
coming the amour propre of an Englishman. Since then, how- 
ever, his despatches on the occasion to the Foreign Office have 
been published ; and on calm consideration we are of opinion 
that they amply justify the course he pursued, under circum- 
stances involving no amall degree of peril to British life and 
property in Japan. Had he at the time acted upon the excited 
resolutions passed at the midnight meeting of Evglish and other 
foreign residents at Yokohama, demanding immediate satisfae- 
tion at the point of the sword, backed merely by an insignifi- 
cant troop of horse, and petty detachments of marincs and blue- 
jackets, in all probability the two-sworded Yaconins, having 
tasted the hated blood of the foreigner, would have attacked 
the whole community with unrestrained violence, and a general 
massacre would have ensued. While he acted calmly, and judi- 
ciously restrained all acts of violence or retaliation until the force 
at his disposal was strengthened from China, he bore with silent 
dignity the covert taunts and inuendos of the young and hot- 
blooded residents. Neverthcleas, these despatches disclose the 
fact that he was uninfluenced by this temporary unpopularity 
in using his best endeavours for the punishment of the offeud- 
ers and the future security of life and property. He continued 
to urge upon Hur Masestr’s Government, and the military 
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and naval Commanders-in-Chief inChina, t! 
necessary to make a hostile demonstration, and, if need be, pro- 
ceed to hostilities with all the forces available by sea or land, 
to demand satisfaction for Ricaarpsoy’s murder, and to main- 
tain the preatige of England in the eyes of the Japanese. His 
requests were feebly met by Generals StaveLgy and Brown, but 





warmly responded to by Admiral Kuper. The result of that | 


bold course of action is now a matter of history—the bom- 
Dardment of Kagosims, at which he was present ; the payment 
of the two iodemnities; and the resumption of pacific inter- 
course with the Japanese authorities under the most favourable 
auspices, after the severe lesson they had been taught. The recog- 
nition, also, of his services by Earl Russext, and the bestowal of 
the Companionship of the Bath by his Sovereign, show that his 
conduet has been fully appreciated and rewarded where it was 
most ca; able of being judged. On his departure from the Far East, 
wo observe that the Press generally commend hie prescient 
attributes as a diplomatist, with his calmness and courage 
under trying circumstances, The old adage, “ Better late than 
never,” is peculiarly applicable in this instance of the Press 
making the amende honorable to deserving public officer whose 
conduct was formerly misunderstood. Having classed oursclves 
in this category, we cordially join in congratulating Colouel Sr. 
Joun Neate on the successful mauner in which he has carried 
out British policy in Japan, and trust that his attainments 
will lead to higher duties in connection with the scene of his 
past labours, 


RECALL OF THE JAPANESE AMBASSADORS. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

A rumour was afloat some little time since that the Japanese 
Ambassadors would return Eome without visiting any other 
European country besides France, but it obtained little credence. 
It turns ont, however, to have been well founded ; theAmbassa- 
dors have had their final interview with M. Drouyn de Lhuys, 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, have formally taken their leave, 
and are now on their way back to the East. No particulars 
have beeu allowed to transpire respecting what has passed be- 
tween the Government here and the Ambassadors in question, 
the public being simply informed, in the usual stereotyped 
phrases, that the excuses offered for the past conduct of the 
Japanese and the promises made for the future are highly 
satisfactory. It is to be presumed that some explana- 
tion of the asserted recall of the embassy has been 
offered to the British and other Governments, otherwise the 
apologies made to France for the injuries done to Frenchmen 
leave the offences against the English, the Dutch, andthe Ame- 
Ticans more glaring by coutrast! Possibly the negotiations 
which have been carried on in Paris have been with the know- 
ledge and assent of the representatives of the other Powers; 
but if so, it would be satisfactory to know that such has been 
the case, and that the Japanese have determined to enter 
cordially into tho family of civilised nations. But we have no 
information, no hint even, that such is the case; and as there 
is little hope that the world will be enlightened by any means, 
perhaps some member of the House of Commons will inquire 
of the Goverument whether the Japanese have contented them- 
selves with giving satisfaction to France, and slighting all 
the other Powers, or whether some general arrangement 
or understanding has been arrived at. It is almost impos- 
sible to believe that the former is the case; but the relations 
between Japan and this country—espccially when there is the 
alighest doubt about our relative treatment —is one of too 
much importance to be allowed to rest on hope or hang in 
doubt. The ways of Eastern nations are curious, and their 
peculiarities must be allowed for; but when any suspicion of 
favouritism is mooted, there is nothing for it but o plain 
straightforward question and an equally plain and straightfor- 
ward reply, and if that is not to be obtained at Westminster it 
will be quite in vain to search for it elsewhere in Europe. 

The interest taken in all matters connected with the 
Far East has increased enormously here of late, and one 
consequence of this is that all kinds of Chinese and 
Japanese curiosities are being forced beforo the public nose ; 
the auction rooms are full of bronzes and porcelain, shops 
for the sale of these and other articles of virtu are 
springing up everywhere, and the very showmen are bitten 
with the Eastern fever, For instance, we are told that a 
dwarf Chinese princess—nothing less than a princess of course ! 
—is being exhibited at Perigueux. She is described as being 
twenty years of age, weighing about twenty-two pounds, and

otherwise emulating Tom Thumb. This miniature specimen 
of humanity whom one would suppose, according to the acoounts, 
to have been taken off a fan or a ten-caddy, and as quite 
suitable for a chimney ornament, is said to be after all—princess 
though she be—only half-bred. Her father is declared to be 
English and her mother Chinese ; and the young lady is described 
as partaking of the characteristics of both parents, having fair 
and peculiarly silky hair, blue eyes—* like all the English ! "— 
but with the slope of the Celestial empire, Her skin is de- 
scribed as being of the saffron tint, her features regular and 
pleasing, her limbs well formed, ber nose slightly retrousse, her 
teeth as developed as a woman of five-and-twenty, her feet and 
hands small and well made, and her height rather less than 
twenty-two inches. This wonderful dwarf is described as tolera- 
bly intelligent, and the only wonder is that Paris, “the capital 
of Europe,” has not yet been honoured by her presence. 





THE JAPANESE CONVENTION WIT! 
The outline of the arrangement, as it is called, made by the 
envoys of the Tycoon has just been made known. The docu- 
iment was signed on the eve of their departure from Paris by the 
Ambassadors and by M. Drouyn de Lhuys, the Minister of 
Forcign Affairs. It includes, in the first place, a satisfactory 
settlement of the difficulties which had arisen out of the hostile 
act perpetrated against a French Government vessel ; secondly, 
it guarantees during the entire existence of the Treaty of 1858 
the continuance of the reduced scale of import dutics agreed 
to as compensation for the temporary adjournment of 
the opening of certain of the treaty ports. Bythis the 
duties on French wine and spirits, which before amounted 
to 35 per cent., and those on the other principal articles 
of French industry and commerce, which were twenty 
per cent., are all reduced to about 5 or 6 per cent. only. 
The envoys handed to the Emperor on the 3rd of May last 
@ written expression of regret on the part of the Tycoon for the 
assassination of Lieutenant Camus. They have since paid the 
sum of 192,500 francs (£7,700) to the family of the murdered 
officer, by way of compensation, and they undertake that the 
Tycoon’s Government shall take all necessary measures for the 
discovery and punishment of the assassin 





AMERICAN DESPATCHES ON JAPAN. 
MR. SEWABD TO MR. PRUYN. 
WasuincTon, Juxg 6, 1863. 
Sir,—Your despatch of 16th of February (No. 10) has been received. 
The President cheerfully leaves you to exercise your own discretion as 
to the waiver of any points that may arise between yourself and the Go- 
vernment of the Tycoon in regard to the change of the location in Yedo 
for the residence of our legation. You are, however, 1o confer, and if 
possible, agree upon the subject with the representatives of the other 
treaty Powers. 7 eds 
‘The letter of the Mikado to-the Tycoon is ominous of serious dis- 
turbance of the relations which have recently beer wugurated with so 
much effect through the concert of the principal maritime Powers, and 
which has promised such great advantages to the general cause of pro- 
gress and civilisation. You will represent to the Ministers of Foreign 
‘Affairs that it is not at all to be expected that any one of those Powers 
will consent to the suspension of their treaties, and that the United 
States will co-operate with them in all necessary efforts, and by the use 
of all necessary means, to maintain and secure the fulfilment of the 
treaties on the part of the Japanese Government. _In communicating this 
determination, you will take care to avoid, ax far as possible, any ex- 
pressions which might be regarded as disrespectful or minatory, while you 
will, on the other hand, leave no room for the supposition that this Go- 
vernment can separate itself, in any way, from the interests of the other 
treaty Powers. The occasion is one of such great importance that I have 
thought it expedient to communicate to those Powers a copy of this paper, 
together with such poriions of your despatch, as are necessary to its eluci-

I can give you, therefore, only instructions with re- 
ference to what may be expected to be the condition of affairs existing at 
the time when this communication shall have reached you. It is mani- 
featly the interest and the duty of all the Western Powers to maintain 
harmony and good accord in Japan. We have not only a right, but alzo 
good reason for supposing that Her Majesty's Government will not seek 
‘any conquest or exclusive advantage in that empire as a result of any con- 
fliet which may have taken place. So long es the operations of the 
British Government shall be confined to the attainment of the objects 
announced in preliminary communications it will be your duty to lend to 
them all the moral support in your power, And the naval forces of the 
United States which may be present, while protecting the Americaa lega- 
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tion and American citizens sojourning there, will take care not to hinder, 
oppose, or embarrass the British authori in the prosecution of those 
objects. The United States, having no grievances of their own to com- 
plain of against Japan, will not w in hostilities against that Govern- 
ment, but they will, at the same time, take care not to disapprove of or 
censure, without just cause, the measures which great Britain adopts to 
obtain guarantees which, while they are necessary for her, must also re- 
sult in the greater security of all the Western nations.

Ste,—1 have the honour to acknowledge the reception of your several 
despatches bearing the dates and numbers following, namely—April 30, 
No, 16; May 1, No. 17; May 1, No. 18; May 1, No. 19; May 2, 
No. 20; May 8, No. 21; May 3, No. 22; May 4, No. 23. I have also 
received from George S. Fisher, the United States Consul at Kanagawa, 
two despatches, one of which, numbered 15, bears the date of May 7, 
and the other, written under the date of May 8, is marked 17. 

Speaking in a practical sense, I may observe that all these papers advert 
to the critical condition of the relations between the Western treaty Powers 
and Japan, which has arisen subsequently to the demand upon the Tycoon 
for indemnities which has beer’ made by the British Government, or, at 
least, that the various questions which the despatches present are to be 
considered in view of that extraordinary condition of affairs. 

The leave of absence for six months, withia the next year, which you 
have solicited, will be granted, if the political crisis that now exists in 
Japan shail, in the meantime, pass off without producing any change in- 
consistent with, or adverse to, the relations created by the treaty now exe 
isting between this country and that empire. ° . ° * 

I have carefully read your two notes addressed to Mr. Neale, her 
Britannic Majesty's Chargé d’Affaires, in relation to the demand he has 
made upon the Tycoon's Government, and it gives me pleasure to say that 
I find nothing in them to disapprove. The counsel that you gave Mr. 
Neale was not obtrusive, and it seems to me to have been quite discreet 
aswell as humane. On the other hand, this Government, if it were dis- 
posed to be querulous, might well complain of some injurious statements 
and reflections which have found place in Mr. Neale’s portion of 
the correspondence. Nevertheless, the President permits me to pass them by, 
for two reasons: First. The goodwill of the United States towards Great 
Britain and all the other treaty Powers in rezard to Japan, is impressed 
upon the records of our diplomatic intercourse with them. | As yet it has 
not even been questioned; and it is not likely to be questioned by any 
‘one of those Governments, or by an agent authorised to sprak in their behalf, 
Secondly. The common interests of civiiisation and humanity require that 
there shall be concert and unity among the treaty Powers, inthe present 
crisis, unobstructed by jealousy, or suspicion, or unkind debate of any sort. 
From all the papers before me I leara that this was the situation of affairs at 
Yedo on the 8th of May—namely, that the British legation had demanded 
indemnities, which must be conceded on or before the 2st, or else that tie 
British feet would proceed to hostilities against Japan, Secondly. That the 
French naval forces were prepared to act in concert and co operation with 
the British, Thirdly, That it was doubtful whether the indemnities would b> 
seasonably conceded by the Tycoon Government. Fourthly, That if that 
Government should conclude to yield the indemnities, yct that, under 
the auspices of the Mikado and a combination of Daimics hostile to the 
foreign policy of the Tycoon, a civil war was very likely to break out. 
Pithly. That a popular excitement was prevailing which rendered the 
continuance of peace uncertain in every event, and that foreigners were 
assaulted and put in jeopardy of their lives by armed bodies of Japanese, 
and among such foreiguers were several Americans. Sixthly. It may be 
inferred from this circumstance that whatever claims the citizens of the 
United States might have to friendship, protection, or even freedom from 
danger, such citizens are lixely to be confounded with all other forcigners 
in any uprising or disturbance of the public peace. Seventhly. The 

Wyoming, at the date of there despatches, had gone to Hong Kong for

T shall now give you the President's opinion of your duty, and that of 
the commander of ihe Wyoming, in view of the situation which may be 
expected to be existing when this despatch shall have reached Japan. 
Your whole moral influence must be exerted to procure or preserve peace 
between the other treaty Powers and Japan, based, if necessary, on a com- 
pliance, by the latter Power, with the terms prescribed by them, inasmuch 
as it is not doubted that those terms will be demanded simply with a view 
to the necessary security of foreigners of all nations remaining in Japan. 

Second. If the authorities of Japan shall be able to excuse themselves 
for the injuries which Americans may have suffered at the hands of 
Japanese subjects, and shall in good faith have granted adequate indem- 
nities, or be procee'ling to afford them, and also shall be able to guarantee 
the safety of American residents, the subject may rest; and while there 
the Wyoming will not commit any hostile act st the Japanese 
Government or Power. Rut, on the contrary, if in your judgment it 
shall be necessary for the Wyoming to use her guns, for the sifety of the 
Legation or of Americans residing in Japan, then her commander will 
employ all necessary furce for thit purpose. If the members of the Le- 
gation, or of the corsulates, find it.at any time unsafe to remain in Japan, 
they will, of course, seck a sife retreat a3 convenient as possible, and will 
report to this Department. Wnite executing these instructions you 
80 far as may be in your power, continue to cultivate friendly sentiments 
‘on the part of the Japanese Government, declaring, however, to them and 
to the representatives of the other Powers, that in doing so you are see! 
ing no exclusive or distinct advantage for this Government, but only the 
common interests of all nations in that extraordinary country. 
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The Secretary of the Navy will give all necessary instructions to the

Str,—I have jut received your despatches of May 8 (No. 24), May 8 
(No. 25), May 11 (No. 26), May 12 (No. 27). Bythese papers I learn 
the definitive propositions which had been submitted by the British and 
French legations at Yedo to the Tycoon previously to the 11th of May, 
and their purpose to adopt coercive measures in concert, after the 2lst of 
that month, if these propositions should be rejected. I learn also from 
the same despatches the divisions and distractions there existed in the 
Japanese councils, and that the people were in an excited condition, 
which foreboded either the outbreak of civil war, or, more probably, the 
acceptation of a foreign war; and, most painful of all, the papers confirm 
the accounts which had before been received from the Consul at Kana- 
gawa of unprovoked violence committed at that place upon American 
citizens by subjects of the Tycoon. 

It is a source of much satisfaction that the Wyomin:; had returned to 
that port in the midst of these occurrences, as had already been antici- 
pated by the Government here. On a careful review of all these facts it 
is believed that there is no necessity to modify the instructions which were 
given you in my despatch of the 7th inst. (No. 43). 

In regard to the acts of violence committed upon the persons of 
American citizens, it is presumed that you have required that the offenders 
shall be brought to punishment by the Tycoon'’s Goverament without 
delay. It is left in your discretion whether, under the circumstances 
which shall be existing when this despatch shall reach you, itis expedient to 
insist upon pecuniary forfeitures, or compensation to be paid by the 
Government in addition to the punishment of the offenders. If you think 
it expedient, you are at liberty to say to the Ministers of Foreign Affairs 
that the Presiaent has reserved this question for consideration after the 
dilficulties now existing between the Government of the Tycoon and the 
British Government shall have been adjusted, and the peaceful condition 
of affairs which prevailed before the disturbance occurred shall have been 
renewed. 

“Phe President is profoundly sensible of the inefficiency of the instructions 
you have heretofore received for your safe guidance in an emergency that 
was not foreseen, and could not be anticipited, When the instructions 
now given you shall have arrived, the condition of affairs in Japan may be 
such as to render them inapplicable. Under these circumstances, you 
must exercise a large discretion, governed by two primary considerations, 
namely : First, to deserve and win the confidence of the Japancse Govern- 
ment and people if possible, with a view to the common interest of all the 
treaty Powers; secondly, to sustain and co-operate with the legations of 
those Powers in good faith, so as to render their efforts to the same end 
effective. It may be not altogether easy to apply these two principles in 
the conduct of details. You will, however, make the best effort to do so, 
and will be permitted to judge which of them must give way in any case 
of irreconcilable conflict.

‘Sir,— Your several despatches have been received, which bear dates 
and numbers as follows: — 

May 26, No. 29; May 25, No. 30; June 12, No. 31; June 15, No. 

82; June 15, No. 33; June 16, No. 84; June 17, No. 35; June 18, 
June 20, No. 37; June 22, No. 3! 23, No. 39; June 
24, No. 40; June 24, No, 41; and June 24, No. 42. 
Due acknowledgments will be made to the French and British Govern+ 
ments for the hospitalities and sympathies which were extended to you by 
their respective Ministers on the occasion of your being driven from your 
residence in Yedo, 

Your proceedings in relation to the claims of Switzerland, Belgium 
Austria, Denmark, Sweden, and Brazil, to enter into treaty relations with 
Japan, are approved. 

Several very important subjects are presented for consideration in your 
despatches. First, the destruction by fire of the residenve of the legation 
at Yedo, Secondly, your removal of the legation to Yokohama, Thirdly, 
the differences between the British Government and that of Japan. 
Fourthly, the order of the Tycoon, requiring foreigners to withdraw from. 
the empire. Fifthly, the questions between Japan and the United States 
which have resulted from the occurrences thus brought under review. It 
will be proper to draw into connection with this last topic the violences 
which have been committed against some of our citizens, as reported to 
this department in your previous communication of the 12th of May last, 
No, 28, and which were commented upon in my instructions of the 10th 
of July last. 

Having taken the President's directions I proceed to consider these in- 
teresting and important questions, 

Ist, The facts submitted by you raise a strong presumption that the 
act of firing the residence of the legation was committed by incendiaries, 
with a purpose at once political and hostile to the United States, and that 
the Government of Japan could probably have foreseen and prevented 
it, and that they have, at least, given to it tacit assent and acquiescence. 

2nd. The President is satisfied that your removal of the legation from 
Yedo to Yokohama was prudent and wise, in view of the circumstances 
then existing in Japan, and the procecding isapproved. But it is equally 
clear that the Government of Japin ought to have so controlled those 
circumstances as to have rendered the removal unnecessary ; and that it 
is bound to provide for your safe return to Yedo, and for the secure and 
permanent re-establishment of the legation in that capital. - 

rd, Your procezdings in regard to the controversy which has arisen 
between the British Government and that of Japan appear to have been 
conciliatory, and to have been equally just and fair towards both parties, 
without at all compromising any rights of the United States, and they are 
approved. 
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4th. It is with much regret that the President has arrived at the con- 
clusion that the Government of Japan has failed to keep its faith, solemnly 
pledged by treaty, with the United States. This regret is rendered the 
more painful by the reflection that this Government has, from its frst 
a tance with Japan, conducted all its intercourse with the Tycoon 
with the utmost sincerity, frankness, and friendship. ‘The United States 
have constantly conceded, on their own part, and sought to conciliate 
other Powers in their intercourse with Japan. If our advice had been 
followed the dangers which now threaten the empire would have been 
averted, and Japan would have been able to profit by a peaceful yet free 
and equal intercourse with all nations. Even now, although the Govern- 
ment of Japan has done so much and suffered so much to be done to 
alienate and injure the United States, the President is still disposed to 

ersevere in the same liberal and friendly course of proceedings which he 
hitherto pursued in regard to Japan. But the friendship of this 
country cannot be secured by the Government and people of Japan, 
nor would it be of any avail, if the United States should fail to maintain 
their own dignity and self-respect in their intercourse with Japan with 
the same firmness which they practise in regard to all other nations. 

1. You will, therefore, demand of the Government of the Tycoon 
prompt payment of a sum sufficient to indemnify all the losses which were 
sustained by yourself and other members of the legation on the occasion 
of the firing of your official residence, 

2. You will demand that diligent elforts te made to d 
diaries and bring them to sondign punishment. 

3. You will demand proper and adequate guarantees for your safe return 
to Yedo, and the permanent re-establishment of the legation there with- 
out delay. 

4. You will insist on the full observance of the treaties between the 
United States and Japan in all the particulars which have not been here- 
tofore waived or postponed by this Government. 

5. You will demand a reasonable indemnity, to be fixed by yourself, 
for the injuries which have been sustained by any American cilizens from 
any acts of violence committed against them by Japanese subjects. And 
you will further demand that diligent efforts be made by the ‘T'ycoon’s 
Government to bring the aggres-ors to justice, and to inflict upon them 
such punishment as will be calculated to prevent further outrages of the 
same kind. 

You will employ the naval force at your command to protect yourself, 
the legation, and others of our countrymen, under any circurastances 
which may occur; and you will inform the Government of the Tycoon 
that the Cuited States will, as they shall find occasion, send additional 
forces to maintain the foregoing demands, 

So far as you may have occasion to counsel or act in relation to the 
controversy which is pending between Great Britain and Japan, you will 
be guided by the leiter and spirit of previous instructions trom this depart- 
ment. 

You will send to me authenticated and verified accounts of the losses 
which have been sustained by yourself and other members of the lega- 
tion by the burning of your residence in Yedo, to the end that an appli- 
cation may be made to Congress for an adequate appropriation for the 
Proper indemnity. 

It is huruly necessary to say that you will, so far as is possible, execute 
these instructions in no spirit of resentment, or even of anger ; but, on the 
contrary, while exhibiting the necessary irmness, you will make it mani- 
fest to ihe Tycoon’s Government that the novel and wus circumstances 
which attend its situation are fully usdersioud and appreciated by the 
President ; and that he desires, with the utmost sincerity and friendship, 
to favour the interests of internal peace in Japan, and of peace between 
that country and the several Powers of Europe and America,

P Lori Grey has given notice of the following resolutions for Friday,

1, That the relations between this courtry and Japan appear to this 
House to be at present in a highly unsatisfuctory state, 

“2. That ic is shown by the papers lid betore Parliament by com- 
mand of Her Majesty that the treaty concluded between Her Majesty 
the Tycoon of Japan on the 26th August, 1858, gives to British subjects 
in Japan rights and privileges which the Government of that country. was 
avowedly reluctant to grant, and was only induced to confer upon them 
through dread of British naval and military power. 

; That the Government uf Japan has also been induced, by this 
same fear, to make with other European nations and with the United 
States treaties geucrally similar to that which it has concluded with Her 
Majesty 

“4. That under the above-named treaty British subjects are entitled 
to claim adn nto certain portions of the teritory of Japan without 
being subject to ihe jurisdiction of its Government, Her Majesty having 
taken upon herself the obligation of enforcing on their part good conduct 
and obedience to the law. 

«5. That the reports of Her Majesty's diplomatic servants show that 

Her Majesty has not been abe to tuifil this obligation the provisions of 
the statutes authorising Her Majesty's Consuls to try and punish British 
subjects for offences committed in Japan, and the means availible for 
carrying these laws into effve', have proved altogether insufficient to pre- 
vent gross outrages and insults from being intlicted on the people of Japan 
by British subjects and persons assuming that character, 
That the animosity against foreigners excited in the minds of the 
Japanese by these outrazes and insults has increased the repugnance long 
felt by the wost powerful classes among them to increased intercourse with 
Europran nations, and has led to the perpetration of some murders and 
several daring and desperate attacks upon forcigners, diplomatic servants, 
and other subjects of Her Majesty having been among the sufferers fiom 
these acts of violence, 

“7. That the Government of the Tycoon has professed the strongest 
desire to prevent the commission of these crimes and to punish their per- 
petrators, but has declared itself unable to do so; nor does there appear 











































to be any reason to doubt the truth of these declarations, since two Ty- 
coons and a Regent of Japan have themselves been murdered; and one 
of the principal Minstere narrowly escaped the same fate, owing to the 


hostility they had incurred from being supposed to favour an increased 
intercourse with foreigners. 


“8. ‘That in order to enforce a demand made by Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment of redress for the murder of a British subject, it was found ne- 
cessary to undertake hostile operations against one of the Daiios, in the 
course of which considerable loss was experienced by Her Majesty's 
ships, and a large and flourishing Japanese town was burnt to the ground. 

“9. That this experience of what has already taken place leaves little 
hope for the future of its being possible to avert fresh collisions between. 
Her Majesty's subjects and the Japanese if the existing arrangements for 
regulating the intercourse between them are maintained unaltered ; and 
if such collisions should occur they must, sooner or later, lead (o a war 
which would necessarily cost many lives and much money both to this 
country and to Japan, and would probably bring upon the latter the heavy 
calamities of general anarchy and confusion, from the destruction of its 
existing Government, while there would be no means of creating any 
other authority to replace it. 

“10. That, apart from all higher considerations, the true interests of 
this country, and especially its permanent commercial interests, require 
that such calamitous results should not be risked by maintaining the 

ing treaty with Japan unaltered, and that it is desirable that the pro: 
visions of this treaty should be so modified as to place the future inter- 
course of the two nations on a better footing for the future. 

“11, That it would therefore be advisable that Her Majesty's servants 
should without delay enter into friendly communication with the Govern- 
ment of Japan and with the Governments of other nations having treaties 
with Japan similar to our own, for the purpose of determining what 
changes it would be expedient to make in the provisions of these treaties. 

«12, That an humble address be presented to Her Majesty to lay before 
Her Majesty the substance of the foregoing resolutions, and humbly to 
pray that Her Majesty will be graciously pleased to take the same into 
her serious consideration, with the view of adopting such measures as may 
be found best calculated to avert war between th's country and Japan, and 
to promote an increase of trade and friendly intercourse between the two 
nations to their mutual advantage.”

“Lfully appreciate the motives that led you, after the correspondence 
that has taken place, to resume operations at o.ice, and to expose yourself 
thereby to hostile criticism.

THE CIVIL WAR IN CHINA. 
(To the Editor of The Times.) 
— Permit me to draw attention to the letter of Sir F. Bruce to 
Major Gordon, published yesterday. 
ir F. Bruce approves the conduct of Major Gordon in passing over 
the treachery of the Chinese provincial authority, who succeeded in mak- 
ing Europeans a party to a cruel massacre at the capture of Soochow. 

Our Minister sets forth at some length the grounds for his acquiescence 
in a return to action upon Major Gordon's part. ‘They are in substance 
these :—That the force which has been organised at Shanghai unde: the 
authority of Sir F, Bruce is composed of elements so dangerous that a 
state of inactivity ia fraught with peril, not only to the Chinese generally, 
but, be it observed, to the foreign settlement of Shanghai; that Major 
Gordon had actually been compelled to find the torce immediate employ- 
ment, its disbandment being considered tou unsafe t be thought of. Upon 
these grounds Sir F. Bruce conceives he is justified in still supporting the 
Chinese gosernor, very many miles beyond the radius. Can there be any 
stronger condemnation of euch a policy, if, indved, as Mr. Cobden asks, 
Sir F. Bruce's course deserves the name. than the reasons which he hi 
self furnishes in support of it? He seems to be swayed to and tro as cit 
cumstances appear to him to render expedient, but the result will be a 
condition of confusion, from which it may require direct intervention to 
extricate ourselves. 

1 have through my refusal to adopt the courre pursued by Sir F. Bruce, 
endured no little misrepresentation and censure, but I adhere unflinch- 
ingly to my conviction that, as in the present instance, evidence will from 
time to time be forthcoming to prove how egregiously wrong is our pre- 
sent line of action in China, which I have no hesitatiun in declaring is die 
tated rather by considerations of personal comfort and convenience than by 
a regard tothe great interests of England and China.

‘The net profit of £30 498. 9s. 4d. has been rea'ised during the year. 
As the capital paid up, including the debenture capital, is considerably 
under the amount the company contemplate making use of, this resuit 
must be considered satisfactory. The directors propose a dividend at the 
rate of 10 cent. per annum, and a bonus of 3 per cent. on the paid-up 
capital, amounting together to 10s. 6d. per share, be declared payable, 
free from incume-tax, on the 17th instant ; this, with the interim dividend 
paid in December, will absorb £14,358. 15s., and they propose to transter 
£10,000 to the credit o a reserve fund, and to carry forward the balance 
of £6,303. 2s. Qu. less the directors’ remuneration for the two years, The 
accounts received from the managers in Ceylon and Mauritius convince 
the directors they may safely recommend an increase of the paid up 
capital. The endeavours of the directurs to raise capital on debentures 
have been eminently miccessful; and as the eccurity they offer ia un- 
doubtedly good, they hope it will be unnecescary to make any further 
calls on the shares already placed, but they are of opinion thet it is desira- 
ble now to increase the bavis of their operations by issuing the 6.200 shares 
which have not yet been allotted, and they propose,in the first instance, offer- 
ing them to those who may be shareholders on the 30th day of the present 
month of June, in the proportion of one to three of their respective hold- 
ings, at a premium of £2 per share. This premium will be carried to 
the reserve, and will raise that fund to £22,400. 

‘The report having been taken as read, 

‘The Cuatamay said he was anxious, before moving its adoption, to 
address a few observations to the meeting. Ihe figures laid before the 
shareholders spoke, he thought, for themselves. and he hoped they would 
be deemed satistactory by all parties.

That the um of £86,000 represented the amount paid for estates pur- 
chased in Ceylon.

The motion was then agreed to, and the dividend, as recommended, 
declared.

THE FRENCH ME3SAGERIES IMPERIALES COMPANY, 

The annual meeting of the shareholdess of the Services Maritimes des 
Messageries Imperiales has been held in Paris. 

After paying a well-merited compliment to M. Bzhic, for many years 
chairman of the company, but who has had to sever his connection with 
it in consequence of being appointed Minister of Commerce, the 
report glances at the extraordinary progress steam navigation has 
made in France. In 1851 steam navigation for commercial purposes 
was still in its infancy. The Messageries Company was then seeking @ 
field of operation, and was in want of ships, officers, men—all that was 
necessary for such a complicated, delicate, and costly service It had 
only 16 steamers, which in that year traversed 105,030 maritime leagues, 
and carried only 83,000 passengers and 10,000 tons of goods. But now 
the Messageries Company has afloat or on the stocks 60 steamers (most 
of them built by French engineers), with a collective force of more than 
18,000-horse power, and a measurement of 103,000 tons. It extends its 
operations to [La Plata in the West, and to the Sess of Japan in the East. 
Its vessels traversed last year 45U.000 maritime leagues, carried nearly 
200,000 passengersand 150,000 tonsof merchandise, made besidesimportant 
transports for the Government in the wars of the Crimea and Italy, and 
have never refused it any co-operation it demanded. And the greater 
part of the merit of these grand results belongs, the report declares, to 
M. Behic. 

‘The report then gives details respecting the situation of the company, 
from which it appears that the estimated value of the steamships afloat, and 
of the furniture in the same, and that of the ships on the stocks or being 
fittea out, was, on the 3ist of December, 1863, 74.020,575f. 82c., which 
was 8,200,441f. 97c. more than at the corresponding date of 1862. The 
ships afloat on the 31st December last were 52 in number, of 15,870-horse 
power, and 87,808 tons measurement—an increase over the preceding 
year of four ships, 1,650-horse power, 11,816 tons. The number of 
steamers launched in the course of 1863 was six— Tiyre, of 500-horse 
power; Peluse and Maris, 400 each; Dupleir, Labourdonnais, and 
Meinam, each 280; but the real increase was only four, as stated, be- 
cause two, the Cephise and Jourdain, were lost. ‘The number of vessels 
in course of constructian, at the end of last year, at La Ciotat, La Seyne, 
Bordeaux, and in England, was eight, of 2,450-horse power, and about 
15,716 tons. The eight were —Godavery, Emirne, and Mozambique, 
each of 280-horse power; Said, of 400; Nil, Menzulch, Volga, 320 
and Arethuse, 250. Of the vessels launched, only twa, the Peluse and 
Maris, are destined for the Mediterranean, the others for the Indo-China 
lines; and of those in construction, the first three mentioned are specialty 
intended for the Indo China lines, the others either for those lines or the 
Mediterranean, as may be found desirable. 

It appears that in the course of 1863 great progress was made with 
the extensive buildings for the construction and repiiring of steam- 
engines and ships which are being raised for the compuny at Suez, and 
which, st the end of the year, covered a superficies of 13,250 metres ; also 
with those at Saigon, in Cochin China. ‘Ihe company, m: 
quired definite possesswn of a large piece of vround at 
China, and constructed coal-sheds or other buildin,s at Aden, Pont de 
Galle, Caleutta, and Hong Kong. 

Of the 450.000 maritime leagues which the steamships of the company 
ran in 1863 314 989 were in the Mediterranean and the Black Sea, 53,100 
in the Atl and the rest in th: Indo-Chinese Seas. ‘The average 
sperd attained was 9.54 knots per hour, and in 1862 it was only 9.35. 

Taking the Mediterrane m, Black Sea, and Atlantic lines, it appears that 
the expenses of working in 1363 were 19,831,270f. 53c., and adding there- 
to those of managem -nt, assurance, sinking fund, and interest on bonds, 
2 863, 24c. The expenses were 5.14 per cent. more than in 1862, 

increase was exclusively in the Mediterranean and Black Sea 
in the Transatlantic Brazil ani La Plata) there was a diminution. 
‘The increase was owing, savs the report, to the augumented dearness of 
all things on the coasts served by the company's steamers, to the oscil- 
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lations in the exchanges at Constantinople, the murrain in Egypt, &c. 
On the Mediterranean and Biack Sea lines there was a decline in the 
number of pissengera; it was chiefly in those between the different ports 
of Italy, and was owing to the extension of railways in that country 
the Transatlantic line the passengers increased, and on both i the 
other lines there was an augmentation in the quantity of goods carried. 
The receipts fram the working of the Mediterranean, Black Sea, and 
‘Transatlantic lines were 19,717,833f. Sc., and were 893,141f. 67c. more 
than in 1862, But it will be seen that they were less than the expenses, 
and that, consequently, the company really needs the subvention the 
Gorerament allows. Qu the whole, the situation of the said lines stood

Out ofthis sum were deducted 220,309f. 63c. for the reserve fund, and 
the directors recommended that 4,400,000f. should be distributed in divi- 
dend, the balance to be carried over to 186-4. 

With respect to the Indo-China lines, of which only those from Suez 
to Hong Kong, Point de Galle to Calcutta, and Hong Kong to Shanghai, 
are yet in operation, the receipts of 1803, including the subvention, 
amounted to [1,020,845f. 44c., and the expenses, including sinking fund 
and assurances, to 9,853,258f. 5c. There was consequently a balance 
of 1,167,592F. 29c., and_1,129,870f. 53c. of it were employed in paying 
interest on the capital raised for the lines. 

The report says that, as is always the case with lines of navigation in a 
distant part of the world, various difficulties had to be encountered in 
1863, and that the company had not had time to form a passenger con- 
nection. Nevertheless it carried not fewer than 3,445 passengers. Its 
vessels, it states, were favoured by the French, Dutch, Spanish, and even 
by the English, a considerable number of the passengers belonging to the 
higher classes of English society. This latter circumstance, remarks the 
Feport, “constitutes a success which is the more encouraging from the 
fact of its having been obtained it ofthe Peninsular and Oriental 
Company having for 24 years maintained lines of navigation beyond 
Suez, and being apparently’ likely, from the development of its lines 
and the number of its voyages, to leave only to the French company a 
I part of the traffic of British India, which it had previously carried on 
without any competitor.” Notwithstanding this, the relations between the 
Peninsular and Oriental and the Messageries Companies are stated to be 
very friendly, and the same is said to be the case between the latter and 
the Royal Mail Company. . 

The Messageries Company, in its contract with the Government, un- 
dertook to establish a line of steamers between Saigon and Manila; but 
it found that it could not do so with advantage, unless the Spanish Go- 
vernment would alter the customs’ system in the Philippine Islands, 
which is so contrived as to favour Spanish ships to the grievous injury of 
foreign. At its request, the French Government made representations to 
the Spanish Cabinet on the subject ; e latter refused any modifica- 
tion, and, in consequence, the company applied to and obtained from the 
French Government permission to abandon the projected Manila line, and 
instead to form one to Japan. An English company, which ran steamers 
from Hong Kong to Manila, bad for the same reason to give them up. 
At Japan it is believed that the silk which is required for the manufac- 
tures of Lyons can be obtained on more favourable terms than at 
Shanghai. 

Another line, which the company is under engagement to form, is from 
Singapore to Batavia, and it will be opened before long. The report 
‘expresses the hope that the Dutch Government will remove certain cus- 
toms’ restrictions which will impede its operations in the latter port. The 
line to Mauritius and Reunion, which was only to bea branch one from 
Aden, is to be formed into @ main line, and so there will be no necessity 
for tranashipments at Aden, which would have occasioned much loss of 
time and expense. These changes have necesitated new arrangements 
between the French Government and the company relative to the subven- 
tions, and they have been madeon the basis that the latter shall be slightly 
increased, and that some accorded to the Mediterranean lines shall be 
transferred to those of Indo-China.
